Terror in London as Flood 


One Man Hears 4 Daughters: Dying as Water Fills 
Their Rooms and He Is Powerless to Aid; 
Tide May Cause Greater Disaster. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Jan. 7.—It is now definitely 
established that fourteen are dead 4s 
a result of the highest tide in the 
Thames River ever kngwn in the his- 
tory of London, but it 1s expected 
that other victims will be discovered. 

The nearest approach to such a high 
tide was in 1874, when it reached 4 
inches below today’s tide. 

Unprecedented scenes were witnessed 
in the early hours of this morning. 
Everything happened with such sud- 
denness that there was no time to warn 
occupants and many were drowned in 
bed. 

Westminster Abbey suffered severely, 
owing to a great stretch of the en- 
bankment wall collapsing under pres- 
sure of the water, releasing enormous 
torrents. The embankment’ today 
looked as though a bombardment has 
occurred. Hundreds fo sandbags are 
being piled up by gangs working under 
high pressure to build up a wall, as it 
is believed there is danger of more 
floods. 

A heart-rending story was told by a 
father whose four daughters were 
trapped and drowned in basement 
bedrooms, 

“I heard my eldest daughter’s voice 


at 1 o'clock and rushed downstairs,”

must have been the water dashing into 
the basement. I heard my daughter 
say: ‘Open the door.’ I dived three 
times but the weight of the water in- 
side kept the door shut. 

“I continued for an hour, but it was 
no use, and my daughter’s voice died 
‘It was terrible for me, and more 
terrible for my wife ypstairs. 

“I returned to her, knowing nothing 
could be done, and we had to walt 
hours before we could be rescued. We 
heard our four daughters drowning but 
could not help them. Their bodies 
were recovered later.’ ° 

In another case a man woke up ana 
screamed: “Open the door, 1 am drown- 
ing.” The door could not be opened 
and roomers told him to smash a win- 
dow. Afterwards it was discovered that 
he had tried the window but stout 
bars prevented him from escaping. 

In another case two housemaids were 
drowned in a locked bedroom and in 
another an elderly woman attempting 
to escape fell’ back in the water and 
drowned. 

There were hundreds of cases of 
miraculous escapes and heroism on the 
part of men and women.

were laid on the table after stormy 
debate and referred to the constituent 


associations of the federation for ac- 
tion with a request that each citizens’ 
organization vote on the subject at its 
next meeting. 

‘Three months ago the federation 
created a special committee on local 
suffrage, following an attack on the 
Citizens Advisory Council by trade 
bodies and certain professional organi- 
gations of the District. 

Hugh M. Frampton, chairman of that 
committee, submitted a report last 
hight. Before he had opportunity to 
read it the opposition began. Jesse C. 
Suter, chairman of the federation’s 
standing committee on national repre- 
sentation, attempted to prevent even 
the reading of the report. He was un- 
successful and the report was taken up 
for consideration. 


Points in Report. 


It recited, after the manner of the 
Declaration of Independence, the de- 
sire of persons in a democracy to par- 
ticipate in their government and con- 
cluded with recommendations that 
Congress be asked to pass laws provid- 
ing for popular election of school trus- 
tees and a council “with such powers 
as Congress may see fit to confer upon 
it,” members of both bodies to serve 
without compensation. 

Dr. Arthur A. Chenay, of the Mount 
Pleasant Citizens Association, sub- 
mitted a minority report stating that 
Washington had a government “more 
efficient, more honest and more re- 
Sponsive to public opinion than any 
city possessing suffrage.” 

His report added that national rep- 
resentation would give the people of 
the District everything they desired 
“without the pitfalls of selfish petty 
politics sure to follow introduction of 
the vote for local office.” 


Prefers Local Ballot. 


William McK. Clayton opened 
debate in favor of local suffrage. He 
said that he favored national represen- 
tation, but that, if a vote on national 
issues was a good thing, so also would 
be a vote for local officers. He said: 

“What we want more than anything 
else is a chance to demonstrate that 
we can vote intelligently. 1 want a 
ballot box set up so that we can vote 
not only for officers, but on issues 
affecting us by referendum. 1 don’t 
care whether election machinery is set 
up to elect commissioners, a council. 
@-board of education, or anything else. 
The main thing is to set it up. 1 
would like to see a referendum on the 
Lankford Sunday closing bill. As 
things stand, no one can tell whether 
the people of the District want the 
Dill or not.” 

Philip G. Walker, of the Georgetown 
Citizens Association, opposed both local 
and national suffrage. 

I. G. Shorey, of the Piney Branch 
Citizens Association, moved to lay both 
the majority and minority reports on 
the table and refer them to their con- 
stituent associations. His motion was 
carried after a bitter quarrel by a vote 
of 37 to 23. 


Committee Gets New Life. 


‘Thereupon the advocates of local suf- 
frage rallied their strength and after 
another acrimonious struggle adopted. 
36 to 18, a motion by Lewis Gelbman, 
of the Congress Heights Citizens Asso- 
clation, to make the local suffrage com- 
mittee a standing committee of the fed- 
eration. 

The effect of this motion was twofold 
It gave the committee new life, so that 
its chairman could call up the question 
again at any time and provided the 
committe with administrative functions 
to try to effect any decision the federa- 
tion may ultimately make. 

Thereafter the local suffrage expo- 
nents were mollified by a vote to ask 
the citizens’ bodies to vote at their 
next meetings and report the result In 
writing to the federation’s secretary, 
David Bapp. 

The federation approved a request on 
the Southern Railway Co. to keep its 
main offices in Washington, enactment 
of a local Baumes law, higher salaries 
for the District Commissioners and the 
assistants to the Engineer Commis- 
sioner, free textbooks for high school 
pupils and the widening of Seventeenth 

street northwest between Newton street 
and Spring road.

FROM FIRE IN BUILDING 


Alarm Sounded When Corri- 
dors Become Filled With 
Smoke From Awnings. 


CIGARETTE IS BLAMED 


Groping through smoke-filled cor- 
ridors, several hundred employes in the 
Interior Department fled to the side- 
walks when fire broke out in a pile of 
awnings stored in the basement of the 
Interior Building at Eighteenth and F

Less than fifteen minutes before the 
fire was discovered more. than 3,000 
persons had filed out of the building.

He burned 
his hands 

E. D. Brady, a watchman at the 
building, was severely burned on the 
hands when he went to the assistance 
of Kendrick before the firemen arrived. 

The awnings, dried by a summer of 
exposure, smoldered for fifteen min- 
utes before firemen extinguished the 
blaze and dragged them out into the 
street. It is believed that the fire was 
started by a carelessly tossed cigarette. 
All clerks who were in the building 
filed to the street in an orderly man- 
ner. The fact that the building is fire- 
proof prevented the spread of the blaze.

All but One Are Discovered 
in the Engine Room of the 
Sunken Submarine. 


PAULDING COMMANDER 


IS NAMED DEFENDANT, 


Action of the Inquiry Court 
Causes Stir; Session 
Is Adjourned. 


Provincetown, Mass., Jan. 7 (A.P.).— 
The sunken submarine S-4 gave up the 
bodies of ten more victims today, mak- 
ing a total of 17 that have been recov- 
ered out of the crew of 40 aboard the 
crast when it was rammed and sunk 
by the Coast Guard destroyer Paulding 
three weeks ago today. Nine of the 
bodies recovered today were found in 
the engine room, as were the seven 


that had been removed from the wreck 
previously. The tenth was found just 
inside the door of the motor compart- 
ment. The bodies were recovered by 
15 divers, working in five relays of 3 
men each, who carried on their search 
from morning until night. 

Officers of the salvage fleet tonight 
expressed doubt that any more bodies 
would be removed from the wreck until 
after the submarine had been raised 
Divers reported that it was unlikely 
that additional bodies remained in the 
engine room, and that while there 
might be others in the motor com- 
partment they would not be removed 
unless they were found to be in such 
positions as to interfere with the work 
of the divers who are preparing the 
submarine for unwatering, so that it 
can be raisec by means of pontoons. 


Engine Room Not Flooded, 


It was generally agreed by officers of 
the salvage fleet that the engine room 
in which sixteen of the seventeen bodies 
so far recovered were found, had not 
been flooded until divers let in watcr in 
entering the wreck and that the vic- 
tims had not been drowned, but had 
probably died from chlorine gas poison- 
ing. All of the bodies were in good con- 
dition of preservation, although one 
was found to have a bad bruise on the

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Chronic Alcoholism 
Deaths Set Record 


New Work, Jan. 7 (A.P.).—Chronic 
alcoholism caused the .deaths of 770 
persons in New York City last year and 
the rate was the highest in eighteen 
years, Health Commissioner Harris said 
today. 

A gradual rise in the alcoholic death 
rate, he said, started in 1924 when the 
deaths totaled 513. In 1925 the total 
was 682, and in 1°26, 759. From 1918 
to 1920, deaths from alcoholism de- 
creased, the total in 1920 being 98. 

Statisticians in the health depart- 
ment have figued that in 1927 13 per- 
sons per 100,000 died of alcoholism.

He charged that the policy of Mrs. 
Nicholson’s organization was “rule or 
ruin,” and he pointedly asked if it 
were not inspired and financed by the 
Antisaloon League. 

“I am reliably informed,” he said in 
his letter to Mrs. Nicholson, “that at 
the recent convention of the Antisaloon 
League in the Mayflower Hotel your 
organization caused to be circulated 
among those attending the convention 
@ newspaper edited by yourself con- 
taining bitter attacks upon such great 
Democratic leaders as the senator from 
Missouri, James A. Reed; Gov. Alfred 
Smith of New York and Gov. Albert 
Ritchie of Maryland.” 


Preparing an Inquiry. 


Cochran told Mrs. Nicholson that he 
Was preparing a resolution providing 
for an investigation of all propaganda 
organizations, and he asked her to send 
him a statement telling how her Demo- 
cratic Law Enforcement League came 
into existence, what influences were 
back of it and the source and distribu- 
tion of its income. 

Cochran quoted that part of the let- 
ter of invitation which stated that the 
Democratic women of the country 
would vote for a dry candidate or would 
vote for none. 

“Why the Democratic party should 
need a law-enforcement league is be- 
yond me to comprehend,” he declared 
“The Democratic party as a whole has 
mever been accused of violating the 
laws nor has it failed to uphold the 
Constitution.

He must have been a care-free, devil- 
may-care sort of a fellow, because at 
the siege of Port Huron he so dis- 
tinguished himself that he was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
Somehow you would never associate 
him now with such a courageous pic- 
ture.

Like the 
restless youngsters who came back from 
the World War, Massachusetts was too 
small to hold young Warren when the 
internecine strife was declared at an 
end. He returned to Massachusetts for 
a time, then he yielded to the beckon- 
ing call that came from the West. And 
this meant the reshaping of his destiny 
Had he remained in Massachusetts it 
is more.than probable that he would 
never have been heard from because 
the State is small and the competition 
among men who aspire to public office 
keen. But out West he grew up with 
the Wyoming country. In its terri- 
torial days.he served as mayor and 
member of the council of the city of 
Cheyenne; as member of the State 
legislature and then as territorial gov- 
ernor, the appointee of President Har- 
rison. Came a time when Wyoming was 
ready for statehood and Warren was 
ready to serve it as governor. He did 
He came to Washington as the State's 
first senator and has been coming here 
in that capacity ever since. Even now 
at the age of 83 he has a way of mov- 
ing the appropriation bills which come 
out of his finance committee. It must 
be that indomitable spirit of the Wes* 
that will never say die. 

There is some question down in 
North Carolina these days as_ to 
just how much of a political figure 
is Josephus Daniels, one time Secretary 
of the Navy. But his Washington 
friends’ should rest assured. that 
whether he has as much political pres- 
tige as of old or not, he js still what 
might be called prominent in his com- 
munity. When this reporter saw him 
recently the new Ford car had just 
arrived and the town agent had just 
brought one around to the office of the 
Raleigh News and Observer to carry 
Daniels for a ride. 

Ford agents are quite discerning peo- 
ple and it was indisputably a mark of 
distinction to ride in one of these new 
cars, 


We recently met one of the boyhood 
flames of Col. Blanton Winship, the 
soldierly-bearing military aid of the 
President, And you may have it on her 
word that there was a time when he 
was so bashful that it was almost im- 
possible to drag him to a party.

POWER RESTS IN HOUSE 


(Associated Press.) 


For the first time in years the Senate 
is going to take up the tariff tomorrow 
but as it is without power to initiate 
revenue legislation the move seems de- 
stined to be just an expression of 
opinion regardless of the outcome. 

Republicans in the House, where 
tariff legislation must originate, are 
heeding the will of the administration 
against any revision now .of the con- 
troversial import schedules and no action 
there this session is in sight. 

However, the proposal asking the Sen- 
ate for a declaration in favor of general 
downward revision of the tariff rates 
comes from the Republican side—Sen- 
ator MeMaster, of South Dakota, is the 
author—and with the anticipated sup- 
port of an almost solid Democratic vote 
its sponsor believes it will be adopted. 

Leaders have given the McMaster 
resolution right of way for tomorrow 
and early action is anticipated, although 
this favored subject of political debate 
is expected to prove a tempting morsel 
for the orators and for those anxious to 
lay the groundwork for some camifign- 
ing next fall. 

Senator McMaster declared yesterday 
he expected to win considerable sup- 
port for the resolution also from the 
Republican side of the chamber. While 
his resolution would call for a general 
slash in tariff rates, the South Dakota 
senator made it clear that he did not 
intend any cut in the schedules affect- 
ing agriculture. 

The action of the Senate on the tariff 
compares with that taken a year ago 
when a resolution asking immediate 
tax reduction was defeated in the Sen- 
ate.

Federal Employes Mapping 


Out Plea to Congress to 
Have Increase Made. 


Legislation raising the maximum an- 
nuity under the civil service retirement 
law to $1,200, will be sought by repre- 
sentatives of Federal workers here and 
throughout the country, it was an- 
nounced last night. The workers, it was 
said, believe that a year and a half of 
experience under the present provision 
setting $1,000 as the maximum annuity 
has shown it inadequate. 

-Representatives of the employes are 
preparing for a conference with leaders 
in Congress to set a date for a hearing 
by Senate and House civil service com- 
mittees on legislation which would 
raise the maximum. 

The Department of Labor is compll- 
ing information to support a better re- 
tirement measure and it is expected 
that this wil] be available within two 
weeks. 

The latest figures of the board of 
actuaries show more than 400,000 em- 
ployes in Government service with 
14,000 on the retired list. 

On July 1, 1927, there was $68,000,000 


in the retirement fund and it is esti- 
mated that now there is $75,000,000 in 


the fund, which is created by contribu- 
tions from salaries of Federal workers.

In acting upon the proposed new con- 
stitution for the State, already passed 
by one legislature and due to come be- 
fore the legislature at its next session 
and then go to the people at the next 
election, the legislators may wipe out 
whatever necessity may exist for in- 
corporation of the county. The con- 
stitution draft contains a provision 
which would allow the

The question of extension of the 
State highway system is expected to be 
one of the most engrossing subjects be- 
fore the coming session, and in its con- 
sideration Ball and Reid will play an 
important part in their respective 
houses, for they both feel it is a mat- 
ter of greatest importance to Arlington 
County. The legislature, instead of 
making a lump sum appropriation and 
authorizing the State Highway Commis- 
sion to proceed with road construction, 
is expected to go into details of a high- 
way program, saying which roads shall 
be built, which extended, and so forth 
It will also adopt,a general scheme for 
allotting funds to care for provision of 
the building bill.

NATION'S GOOD WILL 
AT HAVANA SESoION 


President Leaves Here Friday 
on First Trip Outside of 
United States. 


ADDRESS WILL DENY 
IMPERIALISTIC POLICY 


Hopes to Impress Delegates of 
20 Nations; No Aggran- 
dizement Is Sought. 


(Associated Press.) 

As a good will ambassador extraor- 
dinary, President Coolidge will leave 
Washington Friday on a trip to Ha- 
vana which he hopes will demonstrate 
the friendly feeling of the United States 
for all the republics of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


The immediate purpose of the jour- 
ney, the first outside of the United 
States for Mr. Coolidge since he be- 
came President, is to make the opening 
address of the Pan-American Congress. 
In the background, however, is the de- 
sire to impress upon the representatives 
of the more than twenty nations who 
will greet him that the United States 
holds no imperialistic designs in its re- 
lationship with the countries south of 
the Rio Grande. 

In addition to two members of his 
Cabinet—Secretaries Kellogg and Wil- 
bur—the President will be surrounded 
at Havana by a delegation of men 
whose names have for years been well 
known in American public life. The 
delegation, which will represent the 
United States at the sessions of the 
congress after Mr. Coolidge has left, 
will be headed by Charles Evans 
Hughes. 


Others for Delegation. 


The two Secretaries and Mr. Hughes 
will make the trip south with Mr. Cool- 
idge, as will Henry P. Fletcher, Ambassa- 
dor to Italy; James Brown Scott, an au- 
thority on international law; Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur, president of Leland Stan- 
ford University, and Morgan J. O’Brien, 
a former Federal judge of New York, all 
members of the delegation. 

Oscar W. Underwood, former senator 
from Alabama, and Dr. L. S&S. Rowe, 
director of the Pan-American Union, 
other members, will reach Havana 
beforehand and the whole party will 
be joined there by Ambassador Judah, 
who recently was assigned to Cuba, 
and Dwight W. Morrow, Ambassador 
to Mexico, who complete the American 
representation. 


Absent Six Days. 


The President will be away from 
Washington for six days. Leaving 
Friday afternoon he will journey on a 
special train of ten cars to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., for the only stop other than 
for train operating purposes on the 
way south.

The two presidents will ride togeth~’ 
in a state procession Monday morning 
to the congress hall, where Mr. Cool- 
idge will open the meetings with his 
address. He will take leave of Havana 
Tuesday, some time before noon, and 
on the way north tu Washington he 
hopes to stop at Miami for a brief 
visit.

Attorneys Say Jury Should 
Have Passed on Woman’s

Arguments for and against the right 
of a trial justice passing upon the 
question of contributory negligence 
instead of the jury have just been sub- 
mitted to the Court of Appeals in the 
appeal filed by Charles E. Berghman, 
hotel owner, of Newport, R. I1., father 
of Miss Hilfred Berghman, employe of 
the Postoffice Department, who sued 
Joseph F. Dufresne and Katherine 
Dufresne for $10,000 damages for his 
daughter’s death. 

The case was taken away from the 
jury in the lower court on the theory 
that Miss Berghman was guilty of 
contributory negligence when =_ she 
leaned against the railing on the third 
story. of the Dufresne home, at 1309 
Seventeenth street northwest, where 
She roomed, on May 22, 1924, and fell 
to her death. 

Justice Siddons tried the case and 
concluded that Miss Berghman knew 
of the defective condition of the rail- 
ing. Attorneys Tomlinson and Mc- 
Osker, counsel for Berghman, con- 
tended that the Jury should have been 
allowed to determine whether or not 
Miss Berghman knew about the con- 
dition of the railing and that the case 
should be retried.

The Frenchman consumes an average 
of forty gallons of wine a year, and al- 
though most of it is drunk at home, 
he supports 500,000 little places where 
he and his 40,000,000 brothers and sis- 
ters can buy it.

DOCTOR" TO PAINTINGS 
INOPECTS WORKS HERE 


Adolph Werbik Will Decide 
‘Whether Old Masters Need 
“Surgical” Treatment.

IS FAMED FOR HIS ART 


Adolf Werbik, “personal physician” 
to the paintings of the old masters ts 
in Washington to study the master- 
pleces which are hung in the private 
and public galleries of the National 


Capital, and to see if there are any re- 
quiring his skilled surgical treatment. 

Werbik, who ts from Vienna, Austria. 
and who is reputed to be one of the 
best restorers of old paintings, gained 
international fame a short time ago 
while working on Jan van Os’s work. 
“Lady With Flowers,” now hanging in 
the De Young Museum in Golden Gate 
Park, San Francisco. 

The painting shows the half length 
figure of a woman with a large bunch 
of flowers at her right. The subject's 
left arm was invisible when Werbik was 
called in to restore 
old Dutch master. 

In going over the piece, Werbik found 
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that something was wrong with the 
wreath of flowers which concealed the 
woman's left arm. Working carefully 
he removed some of the flowers and 
found a hand. He continued, and grad- 


| ually lifted the flowers from the entire 


right arm. This section of the paint- 


| ing had apparently been gone over, and 
| although 


the work had hung in 
museum for years, viewed by thousands 
of artists, art lovers and critics, no one 
had ciscovered it. 

Werbik’'s theory is that the painting 
had been stolen from its original own- 


'er in Europe, the arm painted over, as | 
| a disguise, and the canvas then brought | 
| to this country and sold. 


Werbik. who ts staying at the Lee 
House, declares that old paintings are 
much like human beings, 
siniilar ailments, and requiring 
same care and attention.

The Police Court began the new year 
with less than half the number of 
cases on docket awaiting jury trial than 
it had on January 1 last year. Whereas 
at the beginning of 1927 the machinery 
of the court was clogged with 1,743 de- 
mands for jury trial; only 829 cases 
were brought forward to 1928. 

This represents a reduction of the 
docket of jury trial cases by 914 cases 
during the year, which is the more im- 
pressive because these cases were gradu- 
ally accumulating up to the beginning 
of last year. 

The accomplishment is the more 
striking by reason of the fact that jury 
trials were discontinued in the Police 
Court from about the middle of last 
March to July 1 because of lack of 
money resulting from the fatlure of 
the second deficiency bill. The Police 
Court ts asking for a considerably in- 
creased appropriation for jury fees for 
the coming fiscal year. 


Mellow With Time, 


At the beginning of 1927 there were 
cases on docket awaiting jury trial 
dg@ting as far back as 1922.

Congress’ 63-Year Battle 
kor Air Breaks Out Again 


Abernethy’s Allusion to Death Rate Recalls Fight 


Started by Pennsylvanian in 1865, Which May 
Be Won When New System Is Installed. 


By EDWARD T. FOLLIARD. 

For more than a half century now 
Congress has been crying for air, better 
air. The agitation began before the 
Civil War; in fact, almost as soon as 
the House and Senate had moved into 


the two new wings of the Capitol, 
which were completed in 1857 and 1859. 

The most recent complaint came 
Thursday when Representative Charles 
L. Abernethy, of North Carolina, arose 
to say that there was something “radi- 
cally wrong” with the ventilating sys- 
tem in the House chamber, 

Since 1922, Abernethy said, 30 mem- 
bers of the House and 11 members of 
the Senate have died. He didn’t say 
that their passing was due to foul air, 
but he left that inference. In conclu- 
sion he made a fervent plea for an 
appropriation to improve the ventilat- 
ing system. 

In the office of David Lynn, the 
Capitol architect, is a musty volume 
that tells the story of the long fight 
members of Congress have made for 
better air. It shows that by 1865 the 
agitation had come to a head. In that 
vear Senator Charles R. Buckalew, of 
Pennsylvania. who headed a joint com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the 
question of ventilation, made his re- 

ort. 

r “The air for ventilating the halls,” 
‘gaid Buckalew, “is taken from the 
levels of the terraces, between. the 
wings and the old Capitol building, on 
the western side. Much dust and other 
impurities. are taken with it through 
the ventilating passages and into the 
halls.” 

He pointed out that in warm 
weather the terraces and adjoining 
walls became heated and that this heat 
was carried into the two chambers. In 
this connection he also complained 
about the large number of gas jets in 
the House chamber. These jets, 1,200 
in dll, he said, sometimes caused a rise 
in temperature of from 3 to 5 degrees, 
making night sessions extremely un- 
comfortable. 

Buckalew denounced the roofs on 
the two wings. Composed in part of 
metal and glass, he said, they gen- 
erated cold or heat according to the 


}season, and, worse, conducted every 


kind of noise into the chambers, 

“In erecting them,” he said. sar- 
castically, “it seems to have been for- 
gotten that this Capitol 
have been an Egyptian or Grecian 
temple, under a genial sky, nor even a 
Roman church, in the mild climate of 
Italy, but a great structure for the 
use of legislative bodies, in a compara- 
tively inclement location upon the 
banks of the Potomac.” 


In recommending improvements, 
Buckalew suggested that the air, in- 
stead of being drawn from the level of 
the terraces, should be obtained from 


tol itself. At that point, he suggested, 
shafts should be erected. The air would 
be drawn into these shafts and then 
conducted to the subbasements of the 
Capitol. From there it would be carried 
through ducts to the roofs and sent 
through apertures into the House and 
Senate chambers. The foul air, accord- 
ing to the plan, would be forced 
through the floors by means of fais. 

Buckalew’s suggestion was ignored, 
and a plan exactly the reverse of his 
was adopted. Instead of admitting the 
air through apertures in the roof, it 
was admitted through apertures in the 
floor. But now Buckalew seems about 
to be vindicated. Architect Lynn has 
suggested that the proposed new venti- 
lating system be based on the downward 
principle—that is, admitting the air at 
the roof instead of through the floor. 

Twelve years after Senator Buckalew 
had made his report, the agitation for 
better air again was rife in Congress. 
In the Forty-fourth Congress, Repre- 
sentative Casey Young, of Tennessee. 
declared that the air in the House was 
so bad “as to be dangerous to the 
health of those who occupy it for any 
considerable length of time.” ' 

And now, 52 years later, comes Rep- 
resentative Abernethy with the same 
complaint. 

A paradox in this agitation is pre- 
sented by Representative Thomas L. 
Blanton, fiery Democrat, of Texas. 
Blanton isione of the strongest and 
healthiest men in the House, and yet 
he seems always to be on the floor.

NATURAL GROUPINGS 
MUNICH Z00’S PLAN 


Will House Beasts of Common 
Geographical Origin in 
same Cages. 


Berlin, Jan. 7 (A.P.).—Animals in 
captivity are to be given a new deal at 
Munich, where the first “geographical 
zoo” is about to be constructed. 

The custom of exhibiting the various 
species of wild, and domestic animals 
according to types or families will be 
disregarded. Bengal, African and Man- 
churian tigers will not occupy cages 
next to each other. Instead, African 
elephants, zebras and other fauna from 
the same continent will have their 
quarters in the same section of the zoo. 
Wherever they are not of a type that 
seeks to devour or destroy the other, 
they will-even be permitted to foam 
about within the same inclosure. 

The directors of the Munich zoo be- 
lieve that this is a much more humane 
way of dealing with beasts in captivity. 
Cages will be abolished as far as pos- 
sible. It is hoped that breeding in 
captivity will be encouraged by this 
system.

London, Jan. 7 (A.P.).—The stringent 
British Mquor restrictions, inaugure’' 2d 
during the war, are in for a grilling. 


The war-time regulations still are in 
effect and permit the serving of drinks 
in public hoses only eight to nine 
hours daily.

. Secretary Mellon’s figures were ar- 
rived at after a detailed analysis of 
the total expenditures for the war 
period, as well as of the continuing 
cost thereafter up to June 30, 1927. As 
@ result of this analysis, on which 
Treasury accountants worked for over 
“& year, it is believed by Secretary Mel- 
“Jon that a conservative estimate has 
‘been ascertained. 

” ©Secretary Mellon places the gross war 
@osts at $47,957.272,333, of which 
*'$9.598.236.575 was in cash advances to 
‘foreign governments for the prosecution 
of the war. In arriving at the net cost, 
‘@llowances have been made for the 
estimated normal expenditures under 
the War and Navy Departments'‘on a 
peace time basis; receipts on account 
‘of the sale of war supplies and surplus 
-Government property, and assets held 
‘on June 30, 1921.

Governor Asked Not 
to Interfere With 
Racing Program. 


OMPANO, Fila., 7 (AF .)e- 

The Pompano os 4 council has 

asked Gov. John W. Martin to 
keep hands off the proposed racing 
program at the Pompano race track. 
and the governor has announced that 
he is going to enforce the law regard- 
less of whose reputation he hurts. 

At an indignation meeting yesterday 
the council adopted a resolution ex- 
pressing resentment at the governor's 
threat to send State militia here to 
break up what the governor said was 
threatened gambling at the track. 

“The Pompano race track is in the 
corporate limits of Pompano and when 
that time comes we are unable to en- 
force our laws, it will be time enough 
to call for the State militia, and until 
that time comes, we respectfully re- 
quest you to refrain from portraying 
our city as a potential or literal law- 
breaking and law-violating commun- 
ity,” said the resolution which was tele- 
graphed to the governor, 

Replying to the resolution the gov- 
ernor at Jacksonville said: 

“It 1s not my purpose to hurt the 
reputation of any city, or any part of 
the State, but if it becomes necessary 
to hurt reputations in order to enforce 
the law, it won't take me five minutes 
to do it.” 

The governor's threat of military in- 
tervention came in a telegram to Sheriff 
Paul C. Bryan, of Broward County. Rac- 
ing was due to start January 14 at the 
Pompano track and the promoters have 
announced that they will not violate 
the State gambling laws.

LTHOUGH the Washington Base- 
ball Club finished third in the 
1927 pennant race, it did not de- 
clare any dividends at its annual meet- 
ing held last Tuesday One reason for 
this state of affairs was the fact that 
the Yankees made such a runaway 
race of it that attendance dropped off 
in chunks during the latter half of the 
schedule.

In making their 1928 plans, as al- 
ready stated, they have spent $139,000, 
not counting several players who came 
and went during the waning days of 
1927, such as Outfielder Bill Lamar, 
who cost $7,500, Buddie Dear, who cost 
$1,000, etc. If these were added, the 
rebuilding cost for this year’s team 
would run over the $150,000 mark. 


Time was when minor leaguers 
could be purchased for a song, but 
“them days are gone forever.” Many 
of the bush league clubs do not 
make any money at the gate, de- 
pending upon the development and 
sale of rookies to give them a bal- 
ance on the right side of the 
ledger. 


Washington’s highest-price purchase 
for the coming season was George Sis- 
ler, obtained from the Browns for 615,- 
000. Pitcher Lloyd Andrew Brown, 
promising southpaw, runs second, The 
Memphis Club obtained an equivalent 
of $14,000 for him—gs6,000 cash and 
Pitcher Clarence Thomas and Catcher 
John Berger, who were worth $4,000 
each. 

The Nats paid $10,000 cash for five 
players. $7,500 apiece for three, $5,000 
each for another trio, while five more 
set them back $4,000 per man. One of 
these was Shortstop Grant Gillis who, 
in reality, cost $14,000, for $10,000 was 
paid for him last spring, he was re- 
turned for practically nothing, and $4,- 
000 more was needed to get him back 
near the end of the season. 

Sentiment cost the Washington Club 
considerable money in Walter John- 
scn’s case, this not being included in 
the figures given above. Because of the 
“Old Master’s” previous service, he was 
given his unconditional release in order 
that he could manage the Newark In- 
ternationals. Although aging, the Nats 
no doubt could have gotten enough 
for him to pay for a good rookle. 


While no action has yet been 
taken in the case of Tris Speaker, 
the Nationals no doubt will lose 
considerable money on him, again 
because of sentiment. He cost 
plenty last spring and has been 
given permission by President Grif- 
fith to find himself a job for the 
coming season if he desires to con- 
tinue in the game. 


These two cases do not figure as 1927 


expenditures, but merely are cited to 


show that baseball is “big business” and 
that, along with the failures of high- 
priced purchases, clubs do not get full 
value for the shekels they put out.

Athletes of Former Years 


One, Grads Claim; 
Rigidly Adhered 


Training Rules Not 
to Also Charged. 


By MIKE KELLY 
(Central High School Coach.) 


N the past several years of the 
writer’s connections with athletics 
in the local public high schools 

he has listened to various discussions 

on the differences in the make-up of 
the athletes who formerly bore the 
colors of their schools and those who 
at the present time are striving for 
places in the dthletic spotlight of the 

Washington scholastic group. Without 

seeking to argue over the merits of the 

“old-timers” in comparison to our pres- 

ent day stars, the writer has concerned 

himself chiefly with obtaining the 
judgment of many old athletes, repre- 
sentatives from all the high schools, as 
to the essential changes noted in pres- 


ent day players from those of fiftcen | 


and twenty years ago. 

One bone of contention that seems 
to meet with considerable ado on the 
part of the old-timers is the question 
of loyalty to one’s school. They feel 
that nowadays. our athletes do not 
show the same love of the school they 
are representing as was on display In 
the past. 


It is admitted that there has 
been no lessening in the spirit of 
the series games, but many feel 
that behind this spirit is not the 
same intense regard for the school 
or the same unselfishness on the 
part of the athletes. 


This feeling of the old grads seems 
to be prevalent among them, since it Is 
included in the list of changes noted 
by practically all of them. And if it is 
true, then it is a condition that should 
not be allowed to gain further head- 
way and constitutes a very good field 
in which high schodl coaches 


+ work, as near as they are to the senti- 


ment and thoughts of the athletes. 


schools, then they are not capable of 
being worthy representatives of any 
school and their chief reason for partici- 
pation in athletics is entirely a selfish 
one. 

Another point brought out was the 
alleged failure of the athletes in this 
day to adhere so rigidly to training as 
did the athletes of long ago. But 
there’s much to be said on this point, 
as there is more latitude nowadays as 
to the freedom of boys of high school 
age than formerly and more amuse- 
ments are being held up before them 


in the changed conditions of lIving. 
Movies and dances were not s0 hear 
c* hand long ago as now. 

Of course there's a difference in 
the ages of our athletes and those 
who played in the dim past, for no 
age limit used to be included tn 
the high school eligibility code and 
the athletes today are, generally 
speaking, younger than their prede- 
cessors. 


However, the writer has noticed that

GOLF RULERS 
PRAISE ACT 
OF JONES 
Bobby Returned Gift 


of Home After Talk 
With Superiors. 


Special to The Washington Post. 


EW YORK, Jan. 7.—Boby Jones 

and his house and lot have been 

the one absorbing topic today 
among the golf officials and others who 
were gathered here for the annual 
meeting of the United States Golf As- 
sociation. It appeared from the state- 
ments issued last night that the execu- 
tive committee of the association had 
told Bobby that he was a goo boy 


in accepting the gift but that he would 
be regarded as a bad boy if he did not 


return it. The developments today 
demonstrate that this is exactly what 
happened. 

There is no doubt, as stated by 


Bobby's father 
that when the youthful champion left 
his home to come to New York, where 
he knew he would be elected a member 
of the executive committee of the 
United States Golf Association, he had 
no intention of refusing to accept the 
substantial testimonial which had been 
offered him, 


“It is true,” he said to The Post 
correspondent today, “that T had 
heen considering the matter but it 
did not occur to me that I had 
committed any violation of the rule 
concerning amateur status. 


"IT thought that the tender of the 
gift was a private matter between my 
friends and myself, but I find that a 
person who is more or less of an inter- 
national character’’—he uttered these 
words with a characteristic smile—*‘can 
not regard himself entirely as a private 
citizen. The only doubt in my mind 
was whether the transaction would be 
understood in its proper light by every- 
body.

Effort to Reschedule Game 


New York, Jan. 7 (A.P.).—Maj. Gen. 
| Edwin B. Winans, superintendent of 
the United States Military Academy, an- 
‘nounced here today through the Army 
Intormation Service that the Naval 
| Academy at Annapolis had elected “to 
‘cancel the four-year contract whereby 
| the service institutions had agreed to 
|play football in the years 1927, 1928, 
1929 and 1930.” 
At the same time Gen. Winans made 
public correspondence between himself 
and Admiral L. M. Nulton, head of the 
Naval Academy, gutlining efforts made 
to prevent a definite break in athletic 
relations, forecast several weeks ago, 
when the Middies notified the Cadets 
that future relations depended 
Army’s adoption of a three-year eligi- 
| bility rule for varsity play. 
| In a letter dated December 30, Gen. 
Winans asserted that “it is not our de- 
Sire to see a severance of athletic re- 
lations between ee two academies,” 
_and informed Admiral Nulton that “if 
you do not consider yourself committed 
to a definite severance of relations and 
if you should feel that any further 
| discussion on our part might lead to a 
better understanding, I should be glad 
to join you therein.” 
Admiral Nulton’s reply quoted a tele-

They tell us that disappointments 
come in pairs. And immediately fol- 
lowing on the heels of the announce- 
ment that Alekhine's visit to this city 
was indefinitely postponed came the 
word that Chicago likewise indefinitely 
postponed its inter-city match by radio 
with a picked team of local masters.

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THE LITTLE WORD “AGGRESSIVE.” 

It was a foregone conclusion that M. 
Briand, French foreign minister, would 
find it impossible to accept uncondi- 
tionally Secretary Kellogg’s proposal 
looking to the making of treaties by 
all principal powers in which war 
would be- renounced as an instrument 
of national policy. M. Briand is anxious 
to make sucn a treaty as between France 
and the United States alone, but he can 
not engage in Such compacts with other 
great powers. Why not? 

Because the covenant of the League of 
Nations is founded upon the principle of 
war as an instrument of policy. All the 
great powers except the United States 
are bound by the covenant. France and 
Great Britain, for example, can not re- 
nounce war as between themselves with- 
out violating another treaty—the treaty 
of Versailles, which contains the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations. 

M. Briand therefore suggests that Mr. 
Kellogg’s proposal be amended by insert- 
ing the word “aggressive” before the 
word “war.” He also stipulates that 
France and the United States shall now 
sign a treaty renouncing “all war of ag- 
gression,” and then ask the other powers 
if they will adhere to the treaty. This is 
tantamount to a rejection of Mr. Kel- 
logg’s proposal, which contemplates the 
concurrence of all the principal powers 
before the treaty is sigmed by any of 
them; and this concurrence is to be upon 
the proposal to renounce all war, not 
merely war of aggression. M. Briand, 
in short, makes his acceptance of the 
Kellogg proposal contingent upon two 
points that are utterly unacceptable to 
the United States. 

The league covenant compels all mem- 
bers of the league to go to war if neces- 
sary to preserve as against external ag- 
gression the territory and independence 
of any member of the league. The cov- 
enant also requires all members to cut off 
all trade, financial relations and inter- 


course from an aggressor, and to con- 


tribute “military and naval forces,” to 
make war against the aggressor. 
Thus, if Mr. Kellogg were to accept the 


| amendment suggested by M. Briand, and

the United States should proceed to make 
treaties renouncing “aggressive” war 
only, this country would find itself bound 
and the other contracting party not 
bound. In case the League of Nations 
should declare any nation an aggressor, 
all members of the league, whether they 
had made the treaty with the United 
States or not, would be bound to go to 
The United States itself might be 
declared an aggressor, or the nation de- 


_clared to be the aggressor might be at 


peace with the United States. 

In the latter case the United States 
would either be compelled to lose its com- 
mercial rights as a neutral or join in the 
war on one side or the‘other. In any 


. event, the treaties renouncing aggressive 
war would be mere s¢raps of paper.

THE PAN AMERICAN CONFERENCE. 

A few excited politicians and news- 
papers in this country, Argentina and 
Chile are predicting that the Pan Amer- 
ican conference at Havana will be the 
scene of violent anti-American demon- 
strations. These soothsayers contend 
that the pursuit of the bandit Sandino in 
Nicaragua by United States Marines is 
proof of America’s “imperialistic” aims, 
which encompass the ultimate absorp- 
tion of the entire hemisphere. It is pre- 
dicted that valiant opponents of Amer- 
ica’s policy of aggression will expose the 
Napoleonic ambitions of Calvin Coolidge 
and his warlike Secretary of State. A 
plan for creating a Pan American league 
of nations will be thrust forward, accord- 
ing to these prophets, arfd the United 
States will leave Havana thoroughly dis- 
credited and with all of the Latin-Amer- 
ican republics ranged against it. 

All this is to occur in Cuba, which owes 
its independent existence to the United 
States! 

If a really significant movement were 
on foot among the neighboring republics, 
having for its object the disruption of 
friendship between this country and 
Latin America,’ its instigators would 
hardly choose Havana as the place for a 
demonstration. But there is no such 
movement except in the overheated 


brains of a few professional politicians 


and irresponsible writers. The govern- 
ments of Latin America, without excep- 
tion, are seeking closer ties with the 
United States, for the mutual benefit of 
all. Even President Calles of Mexico 
now perceives that the United States is 
trying to maintain friendship with him 
and to compose all differences in a spirit 
of fairness. 

The true attitude of Latin America in 
its desire to cultivate amicable relations 
throughout the hemisphere is manifested 
by the statesmen who are responsible for 
the governments of those countries, and 
by such diplomats as the Cuban Ambas- 
sador to the United States, Mr. Orestes 
Ferrara. He has not only been active in 
promoting a closer relationship between 
the United States and Cuba, but has been 
influential im bringing about a better un- 
derstanding between Latin-American re- 
publics and the United States. Cuba is 
in a better position than any other coun- 
try to give testimony as to America’s ac- 
tual policy in dealing with its neighbors. 
If the United States had-been imperialis- 
tic, Cuba would have been the first to 
feel that influence. By driving this fact 
home to his colleagues, while advising a 
self-respecting and independent. course 
such as is pursued by Cuba in its pro- 
posals for more liberal commercial ar- 
rangements with the United States, Am- 
bassador Ferrara has proved a mutual 
friend to the United States and Latin 
America by correctly interpreting to each 
the true sentiments of the other. 

The Pan American conference is non- 
political. It is not dealing with proposals 
affecting the independence or honor of 
any of the nations participating. It will 
deal with subjects of “vital interest,” but 
not in the political sense. It will en- 
deavor to promote the general welfare 
of all by removing obstacles to commerce, 
by improving communications, by ex- 
changing information, and by promoting 
intercourse. This is a program worthy of 
nations that cherish friendship, based 
upon confidence and neighborly under- 
standing. It would not be undertaken if 
the nations were suspicious, unfriendly, 
and fearful of American aggression. 

President Coolidge goes to Havana to 
greet the representatives of the Latin- 
American republics as their friend. He 
will speak in a place that has seen the 
American flag flying in the cause of hu- 
manity. No one can truthfully deny that 
the flag was withdrawn when Cuba was 
liberated. If America had been grasping 
for territory and rich spoils, it would now 
be impossible for the President of the 
United States and the President of Cuba 
to clasp hands in Havana as equals and 
friends. 


THE GEODETIC SURVEY. 


Just before Congress adjourned for 
the holidays, Representative Sinnott, of 
Oregon, introduced a bill which escape 
general notice. It was, apparently, one 
of those routine bills which are some- 
times “railroaded” through. 

It provides for the divorce of the geo- 
detic work from the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, giving this work to 
the Geological Survey. 

The Coast and Geodetic Survey Was 
established in 1807 by President Jeffer- 
son and has functioned successfully. for 
considerably more than 100 years. It is 
today internationally known as the 


world’s foremost geodetic organization. | 


Mexico, Canada, Belgium, Spain, Norway 
and other countries use its geodetic 
methods, and its work has received the 
cordial commendation of scientists every- 
where. 

The Geological Survey, although much 
younger, is a worthy organization. The 
possibility exists of its being able to ab- 
sorb the geodetic work of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey without much loss of 
momentum. , 

The Sinnott bill, however, proposes to 
scrap an efficient organization which has 
functioned for over a century and to sub- 
stitute therefor an experiment which 
may or may not be an improvement. No 
good reason is offered in support of the 
change. It would be well for Congress 
to give this proposal the full light of i in- 
vestigation before enacting it intotaw. \ 


AN ARTISTIC TRAGEDY. 


The admirers of John S. Sargent, who 
are to be found wherever great painting 
is appreciated, will be shocked to learn 
that already his works are deteriorating 
so rapidly that a century from now there 

will, in all likelihood, be very few in ex- 
istence. 

The deterioration is apparently due to 
Sargent’s slipshod methods. His habit 
was to dash off a rough sketch in slow- 
drying pigment, while the sitter was be- 
fore him, so that he could work at the wet 
portrait at his leisure. When the main 
outline was completed to his satisfaction, 
he would quickly add the final touches in 
very dry pigment, often finishing the 
work in a single morning. The result is 
a mixture so ill balanced that already it 
is cracking and fading to a startling de- 
gree. 

Whistler, in his turn, employed a dif- 
ferent, but equally bad method. He sur- 
reptitiously indulged in the dangerous 
practice of covering his canvas with tur- 
pentine—a crime of the first water in 
artistic eyes. He then hung the canvas 
up to dry, and when the spirit moved 
him he painted a picture on this soupy 
background in thin layers. At last his 
sin has found him out, for time and sun- 
light are rapidly breaking down his “thin 
red lines” into their original elements. 

It is tragic that the world thus seems 
doomed to lose most of the works of the 
two greatest artists of modern times. 
More than ever one is impressed by the 
methods of the old masters. To them, the 
process of mixture and imposition was 
as vitally important as the subject and 
its treatment. Every artist of the 
Renaissance prepared his own paints as 
a matter of course. It was the first lesson 
in his apprenticeship as he sat at the feet 
of his master. His particular recipe for 
mixing pigments was a matter of pride, 
jealously guarded. When a new artist 
appeared on the horizon, gossip imme- 
diately concerned.itself with the quality 
of his colors. Michelangelo, Da Vinci, 
Raphael, Titian—all that race of yiants 
who_have.dominated the artistic world 
for 500 years, had a grasp of the me- 
chanics of their profession which enabled 
them to build, not for an age, but for all 
time. 

The carelessness of a modern period 
which forgets the old proverb that genius 
is the capacity for taking infinite pains 
has, in all probability, deprived the world 
of beauty which it can ill afford to lose. 


ENGLISH UNDEFIL ED. 


The loosening of moral fiber in this 
iconoclastic age is evidenced in many 
ways, in none, perhaps, more forcibly 
than in the willingness of university pro- 
fessors to consent to and even encourage 
the degradation of language.-« One should 
have thought that, with the philosophers 
and philologists of a not very remote 
past, those occupants of learned and dig- 
nified chairs would apply themselves to 
preserving language in its purity, and 
handing it down to other generations at 
least no worse than they receive it, rather 
than to laying sacrilegious hands on it 
themselves and so, contaminating and 
corrupting it as to hasten its decay. 
Spartam nactus es; hance exorna, the 
motto adapted from the history of an- 
cient Greece to the modern needs of Eng- 
lish by a great scholar, who was also a 
great lover of his country and its tongue, 
would really seem to be not even as much 
as a pious aspiration with some of those 
who now hold high place in educational 
circles and institutions. 

A little while ago the barbarism, “it is 
me,” received, or was made to seem to 
receive, quasi-official sanction; now the 
question is, should “ain’t I” or—horror 
of horrors!—even “aren’t I” be allowed 
to come into good and current use for the 
locution, “am I not,” or its more usual 
abbreviation “amn’t I.” «That such a 
question should be regarded as debatable 
is in itself a very bad sign, only to be ex-

MASTER FARMERS. 


In 1925 Clifford V. Gregory, editor 
ter farmer movement. Since then it has 
spread to seventeen States. A master 
farmer is the figure of success in agri- 


culture. He is nominated for the honor 


_by his neighbors and confirmed in it by 


competent judges who inspect his home, 
his farm and his community activities. 
Several nights ago Oklahoma’s eighteen 
master farmers had the honor of dining 
with Secretary of Agriculture Jardine. 

The group attending the dinner owned 
on the average 399 acres of land each. 
Every one has a bathroom, a water sys- 
tem, a lighting plant and an oil or gas 
stove. The yield of their farms per acre 
is almost twice that of the State average. 
They diversify their crops. Their chil- 
dren will all go through high school and 
many of them through college. They are 
all church members, and all but two be- 
long to cooperative marketing associa- 
tions. Eleven carry life insurance, a 
comparatively rare bit of foresight in 
farmers. Their average annual profit, 
after all living and farm operating ex- 
penses are paid is $3,200, and their 
farms are worth on the average $32,000 
each. 

What average city man, after he has 
settled the bill for all his living expenses, 
is able to bank in a 12-month period the 
sum of $3,200? This net profit is greater 
than most farmers could earn, yet the 
practices that made it possible, if adopted 
elsewhere, should produce proportion- 
ately good results. : 

Oklahoma’s master farmers owe more 
of their prosperity to the fact that they 


study their market as well as their pro-. 


duction, than to any other single factor, 
in the opinion of Secretary Jardine. Last 


year, for instance, the country’s con- 
sumption of grain was 23,000,000,000 
pounds less than it was during the aver- 


age year from 1910 to 1914, representing 
the production of nearly 20,000,000 acres. 
The per capita consumption of meat in 
1907 was 159 pounds. Now it is 153 
pounds. On the other hand, consump- 
tion of butter, milk, eggs, vegetables and 
fruits has shown a marked increase. 

The Oklahoma master farmers, by 
keeping themselves informed on _ such 
matters, have been able to regulate their 
production accordingly. Consequently, 
they make money. Herein lies one excel- 
lent and workable method of “farm re- 
lief.’ Its general application would do 
more for agriculture in one day than 
McNary-Haugenism and the like could 
do in centuries. 


“THE GREAT CULLINAN.,” 
Dutch diamond cutters are celebrating 


the anniversary of the partition of the 
Cullinan diamond—‘“the great Cullinan”’ 
_—whose discovery electrified the world 
of the Prairie Farmer, started the mas- | 


twenty years ago, 
In the year 1907 the diamond fields of 


' South Africa were the scene of feverish 


activity. Hundreds of prospectors had 
staked out claims, usually amounting to 
a few square feet only, and there they 
dug, by sunlight and by torchlight, in the 
hope of unearthing a few “stones”? which 
would make their fortunes. Vast crowds 
had passed by a corner of the field near 
the Premier Mine, when one day a Capt. 
M. F. Wells chaneed to halt at the spot 
on a tour of inspection. The sun was 
just setting and its slanting rays fell on 
something in the rock which reflected the 
gleams that every diamond hunter knows. 
Whipping out his jackknife, Capt. Wells 
inserted it into the rock, and drew out a 
diamond so huge that it seemed like a 
dream from the Arabian Nights. It was 
the largest diamond that had ever been 
seen by man, 

Its discovery precipitated both.a sen- 
sation and a dilemma at the mine. No- 
body could buy such a stone—even in the 
rough its value was beyond calculation. 
After much discussion, it was finally 
turned over to the government of South 
Africa, which, in turn, presented it to 
King Edward VII. 

On January 23, 1908, King Edward 
handed over the stone to Joseph Aascher, 
the head of the greatest diamond cutting 
establishment in the world. The stone, in 
the rough, was found to weigh 3,01714 
carats. Aascher himself split the dia- 
mond in the presence: of legal authori- 
ties, and in November, 1908, he presented 
the stones to the king, at Windsor. In 
all, 108 finished pieces were cut, the two 
largest of which,

BOBBY JONES. 


Bobby Jones has acted in the best in- 
terest of golf in turning down the $50,000 
gift home offered by admiring friends of 
Atlanta. The greatest golfer of all time, 
he also stands as one of the greatest 
amateur sportsmen. It was not the fact 
alone that he has been three times ama- 
teur champion of the United States and 
holds at the present time both the United 
States amateur and British open cham- 
pionships, that caused his friends to 
offer such a substantial tribute. It was 
because Bobby Jones.is Bobby Jones; be- 
cause with all his honors and champion- 
- ships he remained an unspoiled, “hail fel- 
low well met,” that 100 Atlantans dug 
down into their pockets to provide a 
handsome tribute to him. 

It had been rumored for some time, 
however, that golfdom, or at least its 
official side, was worried about Bobby’s 
amateur status. In England, particular- 
ly, the ethics involved in acceptance of 
such a gift were under question. On the 
eve of the meeting of the United States 
Golf ‘Association its executive commit- 
tee issued a statement to the effect that 
acceptance of the gift would not be in 
violation of the rule governing amateur 
status. Jones followed it with another 
statement saying, in substance, that he 
had come to the conclusion that the in- 
terests of the game would be best setved 
if he did not retain the home. 

The incident is closed. A healthy prec- 
edent, it is said, has been created. Prob- 
ably such a precedent will be a handy 
thing to have around. The golfing 
world, however, regrets that the incident 
has had to end in this way. Bobby Jones 
deserves the gift that was proffered, and 
‘no one imagines that his inborn sense of 
rectitude would have suffered if he had 
accepted the testimonial.

Been Directed at Office of 
Naval Operations, Which Is 
Responsible for All Orders, 
Declares Walter Link, Who 
Says Service Experts Will 
Not Consider Any Sugges- 
tions for Safety Devices 
Coming From Outside Source 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: As 
justification for “the hysterical out- 
bursts against the Navy for its failure 
to rescue the men imprisoned in the 
submarine S-4,” complained of in the 
editorial, evidently inspired, headed 
“Study of Submarines,” in today’s (Jan- 
uary 1) Washington Post, I submit the 
following, confident that the well- 
known policy of your paper of fair play 
Will insure its publication. 

That “Rear Admiral Brumby, in 

e of the rescue work, has been 
unmercifully and most unjustly criti- 
cized” is true in the fact only that 
this criticism, accurate in the main, 
and fully warranted, was misdirected 
as to the fixing of responsibility. 

Admiral Magruder, in a statement 
made to the House of Representatives 
committee on naval affairs December 
16, indicated very clearly that the re- 
sponsibility for all matters pertaining 
to the operation of naval craft, 
whether creditable or discreditable, 


devolves upon the autocratic office of | 


naval operations, since he makes clear 
that orders carrying detailed and 
minute instructions are issued from 
this bureau in every instance, leaving 
nothing for the officers in direct 
charge to do but “tell a clerk to pass 
it along.”

The men imprisoned in the submarine 
S-4 could have been rescued in ample 
time to have saved their lives and with 
the materials at hand at the time of 
the arrival of the salvaging craft, irre- 
spective of the weather conditions, as I 
will proceed to show.

of the ocean in about 17 fathoms, or 
102 feet, of water, with her nose im- 
bedded in mud. Her forward compart- 
ment was water-tight, and six 
were imprisoned therein. 

A high-pressure water stream such as 
was used for tunneling under her 
later would readily and quickly have 
cleared access to her 


or, if the anchors were placed, as is 
frequentiy customary while cruising, 
considerably aft from the bow, the 
anchors might readily have been de- 
tached, left on the bottom, and that 
portion of their chains extending into 
the ship and presumably fast, at a 
point on the craft of sufficient known 
strength to withstand any lifting strain 
developed, might be used directly, by 
leading such cables over the winches 
of as many as necessary surface craft 
of almost any type. 

By operating these winches (shifting 
weights on such surface vessels stern- 
ward, if need be, to prevent too great 
submergence forward), the bow of the 


Submarine would, slowly perhaps, but | 


surely be raised above the surface, with 
the ship then at an obtuse angle, with 
her stern resting on the bottom and 
the major weight of the ship itself sup- 
ported accordingly. 

It would then have been a simple 


matter to have released the six men 
through the torpedo tubes, or by the 
use of the acetylene torch, I submit 
that any practical mariner will recog- 
nize this as an entirely feasible plan, 
since it is a matter of common prac- 
tice in one form or another, and was 
used in a recent rescue of men from 
a British submarine, a fact that must 
have been known to the Navy “experts.” 

Of course, Secretary Wilbur will ap- 
point a board of inquiry, and as the 
necessity for inquiries has become 8&0 
frequent it might be a timely sugges- 
tion that a permanent board of inquiry 
be inaugurated. It will surely be 
needed if public-spirited citizens do 
not take steps to break up the “sys- 
tem” now existing in the Navy De- 
partment and demand an investigation 
that will bring out the real facts, 

True, “the less said about responapbil- 
ity for this accident the better —for 
the Navy Department. 

Of course, “no one ordered the com- 
mander of the S-4 to rise in the path 
of the Paulding,” but why didn’t some- 
body warn surface craft of the likeli- 
hood of a submarine coming to the 
surface in time to prevent collision? 
Was no practical lesgon learned through 
the loss of the S-51, which met her

erages. A careful study of the figures 
will show that it has followed closely 
the rise of prohibition laws in the 
Southern States. e South, where 
the negro mainly resides and where the 
bulk of lynchings occur, had enacted 
local and State’ prohibition long before 
the ae of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. In 1920 the number of lynch- 
ings had dropped to 61, and since that 
time, under Federal prohibition, it has 
fallen below 80. 

It is perfectly natural that free flow- 
ing liquor would add to the frenzy of 
the mob. Whenever an outbreak of 
any kind occurred in a community, in 
anteprohibition days, the police au- 
thorities would first order the closing of 
all saloons. 

Lynching can not be isolated by itself 
and treated as a separate evil. It is 
but a symptom of'the spirit of lawless- 
ness with which the American people 
are afflicted. The cure calls for sys- 
temic, and not symptomatic treatment. 
This most virulent form of lawlessness 
shows itself, though with not so great 
vehemence, in the disregard of the 
fourteenth, fifteenth and eighteenth 
amendments.

Another excellent 
idea which 1 believe was employed by 
the Germans on their boats and worth 
mentioning, is to have lifeboats 
clamped on or secured airtight to the 
deck with a manhole opening for each 
boat to a compartment of the sub, 
closed with a manhole plate, so that 
the crew: when imprisoned below could 
escape from any compartment into the 
boat, screw in the manhole plate, re- 
lease the boat and float to the surface 
in a virtual airtight compartment. The 
boat, being specially constructed, will 
automatically right itself.

This is Betel- 
geuze, a gigantic sun. And a brighter 
sun, just below the “belt-stars.”

HE outstanding event in the world 
T of art in Washington this week 
will be the opening of the exhibi- 
tion of portraits by the distinguished 
Swedish painter, Bernard Osterman, in 
the National Gallery.

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Wood Block Prints Shown. 


In the Smithsonian Building in the 
division of graphic arts there is an 
exhibition of the wood block prints by 
Francis H. Gearhart and aquatints by 
May Gearhart, of Pasadena, Calif. This 
sxhibition is a rare treat of artistic 
importance. The wood biock prints of 
Francis Gearhart have a quality most 
nusual. In the small compass of a 
print she captures the vastness and 
power of the mountains and the great 
spaces of California. She seizes the 
pictorial aspect of the great trees and 
their relation to the distant mountains 
and gathers them together into a unity 
that is organic. This is more than mere 
omposition. There is infused a life 
quality into these prints that is stim- 
ulating. 

Miss Gearhart has much skill in the 
technical side of cutting the blocks. 
It seems impossible to get such soft- 
ness and delicacy in the lines of her 
rather unyielding material, but it be- 
comes flexible to her touch and is im- 
pressed with the quality of her mind. 
The prints are filled with poetry and 
color. 

“Fair Weather” is expressed in del- 
icate tones of gree! is and mauves hap- 
pily blended. ‘‘Road to China” is suf- 
fused with a yellow glow appropriate 
to the vellow tiles that so glorify Pe- 
king. “‘And Now the Moon” is poetic 
in conception, “Marsh at High Tide” 
has a solitary tree in majestic beauty 
placed against the lowmarshes. “The 
Bay” is a vista through which trees can 
be glimpsed.

‘ment of the arts, particularly music. 


Consequently, several sections have 
been added about the way the artist, 
the poet. and the imaginative writer 
appeared in human life. In this ver- 
sion of the history of the world Mr, 
Wells also discusses his reasons for his 
disbelief of the legendary lost land of 
Atlantis. The first edition ignored the

First deliveries are about to be made 
at Norfolk Navy Yard of part of the 
order of 130 of the new Vought Cor- 
sair two-seater airplanes, intended for 
assignment to the gircraft carriers and 
other ships of the fleet. In the past 
year the Corsairs have broken four 
world’s records for speed and climb 
with stated loads, and the Navy will 
give them the first official use in ma- 
neuvering and battle practice with the 
scouting fleet, which is en'route to the 
West Indies for its annual winter 
training operations. 

Some of the planes will go on the 
aircraft carriers and the others wil! 
be distributed to the scoutin«e units of 
the fleet. With a pilot and an ob- 
server aboard, the new planes can be 
shot into the air from catapults with 
a run of only 43 feet.

The one and only advantageous po- 
sition for an informatory double is the 
West seat, after Dealers bid. In that 
case the double is over the bidder and 
the partner of the doubler has not 
shown that he has not the strength to 
bid. But when the situation is South 
pass, West No Trump, North double, or 
South and West pass, North No Trump, 
East double, the double is not so al- 
tractive because the partner of thé 
doubler has passed initially; and when 
the situation is South No Trump,, West 
and North pass, East double, it is even 
worse because the No Trump is over 
the doubier. 

In the advantageous position, the 
doubler may be doubling with five high 
cards, but in any other he should have 
at least six high cards; sO when a 
double is made In any position except 
after a Dealers bid, the partner of the 
doubler has the right to expect great 
strength in the doubling hand and can 
answer accordingly.

ANY years ago David Wark Griffith arrived unostentatiously 

in the National Capital and on a memorable evening screened 

“The Birth of a Nation,” before a distinguished audience as- 
sembled under the auspices of the National Press Club in the ballroom 
of the Raleigh Hotel. His startling revelation of the potentialities of a 
then much-doubted medium of entertainment was viewed and resound- 
ingly applauded by members of the President’s Cabinet, the Supreme 
Court, the Senate, the House and others in high places who had come in 
a spirit of frank and deep-seated skepticism and remained to marvel 
and to cheer, . 

Here indeed was something to be reckoned with; a power so new and 
so unmeasured that none could foretell or foresee to what commanding 
eminence it might attain. 

Mr. Griffith, caught up in the whirlwind of enthusiasm of his own 
sowing, announced his purpose to present “The Birth,” in one of New 
York’s representative playhouses at the $2 scale of prices and those wise 
in the arts and the artifices of the theater reached an immediate and 
seemingly sound conclusion that ‘“‘the $100,000 per year man,” of the 
movies had gone suddenly and violently out of his head!

A DIRECTOR WHO KNEW 
HIS PICTURE BY HEART 


AOUL WALSH'S directorial meth- 
R ods in the production of “Sadie 
Thompson,” Gloria Swanson's 


latest picture, now at Loew's Columbia 
Theater, and particularly his apparent 
indifference to use of a script, occa- 
sioned many expressions of surprise 
among persons who were privileged to 
watch his work at the United Artists 
studio in Hollywood. 

Quite frequently such comments were 


heard as, “Why, he doesn’t use a 
script!” or, “This is the first time I 
have seen @ director shoot a big pro- 
duction, as 80 many comedies are made, 
without a script!” All of which was 
quite true in so far as Walsh’s activities 
on the set were concerned—and yet 
quite wrong . 

The reason for this seemingly con- 
tradictory state of affairs is found 
in the fact that Walsh himself pre- 
pared the script of “Sadie Thompson” 
with Miss Swanson’s cooperation, de- 
voting several weeks to the task, and 
then deliberately threw ‘it aside, be- 
cause in writing the screen narrative 
he had memorized the entire action of 
the story. The only written reference 
he found .{t necessary to employ, once 
camera work was under way, and then 
only at intervals, was a condensed out- 
line of each day's shooting, prepared 
by his assistants. 

Walsh, who directed “What Price 
Glory” and “Loves of Carmen,” is noted 
for very human characterizations in his 
pictures, and for his logically, developed 
comedy relief ‘and clever directorial 
“touches.” The individuality of his 
work, according to those who have 
watched Walsh in action, is attributable 
in large measure to the thoroughness 
of his preliminary plans. He is an in- 
sistent advocate of “preparedness” as it 
applies to the story, the cast, the sets 
the wardrobe and other details which 
are not always entirely developed be- 
fore commencement of production 
Walsh’s idea is that if it is possible to 
produce a picture without the constant 
interruptions which invariably result 
from incomplete paration, the result 
is @ more smoothly running schedule 
that must correspondingly improve the 
quality of the picture. \ 

The advantage in a director's clost 
familiarity with every step in the de- 
wWelopment of the script, either through 
collaboration with a script writer or 


preperation of his own script, was 


very evident in: Walsh's direction of 
“Sadie Thompson.” With every detail 
of the script memorized, his mind was 
free to wrestle, with other problems. 
Being thoroughly familiar with “what” 
each character must do, he was able 
to devote his greater attention to “how” 
it should be done to attain maximum 
results. The outcome, according to

Society Is Principal Reliance 
of Broadcasters for Hold- 
ing Audience. 


DEVELOPMENT IN 1928 
ANALYZED BY CHAIRMAN 


Trend Declared to Be Toward 
Balanced Program; Offer- 
ings to Be Improved. 


It is a generally accepted fact that 
the single organization in the United 
States most intimately in touch with 
the use of music in radio programs 
and the development of it as the prin- 
cipal media of contact between the 
broadcasters and their audiences, is the 
American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers. This organiza- 
tion, affiliated with similar organiza- 
tions in nearly all of the foreign coun- 
tries, represents some seven hundred 
American composers, authors and pub- 
lishers of musical works. 

The rendition of musical programs 
of one sort or another is the principal 
rleiance of the broadcaster for reach- 
ing and holding his audience, for with- 
out music the tremendous popularity 
of radio in the popular sense would 
have been impossible of accomplish- 
ment. 

This being the case it seems rather 
appropriate at this time to take stock 
of what has been done, and remains to 
be accomplished, in the way of realiz- 
ing a maximum development of radio 
in reference to its use of music, and of 
giving to the millions who 100K to radio 
‘for much of their entertainment the 
must and best it is humanly possible to 
give them. 

With that object in view an inter- 
view was had with E. C. Mills, chair- 
man of the administrative committee 
of the society, who has been spokes- 
man for the music makers in their con- 
tact with the broadcasters and in many 
other matters. Of him the question 
was asked: “What can you see in 1928, 
or the immediate future, in the way of 
development of musical programs on 
the air?” 

“Any analysis of the ‘future develop- 
ment of musical programs on the air’ 
must first take into consideration the 
condition under which the development 
is to occur,” sajd Mr. Mills. 

“First, give a thought to the eco- 
Momic condition which confronts the 
operation. The broadcaster himself, 
owner of the station, is, generally 
speaking, out of pocket a very substan- 
tial sum spent for the building and 
equipping of his station. To continue 
its mere operation, aside from any ex- 
pense incident to securing and arrang- 
ing programs—talent and material— 
substantial expenditures must be con- 
tinually made. 

“The immediate pressure upon most 
of the broadcasters to justify the oper- 

tion of their station from an economic 

oint of view is so great that as a gen- 
éral rule they must operate almost from 
day to day and without much thought 
for the future as regards a scientifically 
or intelligently planned endeavor to 
“develop’ consistent quality or syste- 
matic improvement in their programs. 


Better Talent in Large Cities. 

“We must bear in mind, too, in an- 
alyzing this question the difference be- 
tween stations, For example, the sta- 
tion located in a metropolis, such as 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
like centers, has immediate and easy 
access to or contact with the better 
talent. In such cities the better or- 
chestras, artists of all sorts, and enter- 
taining talent is either resident or play- 
ing en tour. They are not so readily 
available in the smaller cities, and to 
bring them in for the special purpose 
of presenting radio programs from the 
local station costs more than the aver- 
age of such stations can afford to spend 

“So, the station located in the smaller 
cities is at a disadvantage first, in con- 
sidering how it may improve the musli- 
cal or other quality of its programs, by 
reason of the inaccessability to it of 
the finest talent; and the impractica- 
bility of importing such talent. 

“Secondly, with the network or chain 
stations now so interconnected as to 
simultaneously serve almost the whole 
country efficiently with a broadcast 
coming from New York City, the ‘center 
of the world’ as far as the best talent is 
concerned, it is almost hopeless for the 
local station, not having the advantage 
of connection with such a chain, to 
successfully compete for the ear of the 
listener-in, while a program~so vastly 
superior to anything it can offer is ‘in 
the air’ from the chain. 

“Faced, then, with a mounting cost of 
operation and the knowledge that he 
can not offer his audience a program 
comparable in merit, from the musical 
standpoint, to that made available from 
the chain stations, the local broadcaster 
in the smaller city is hardly to be ex- 
pected to devote much of his time or 
money to research, experiment and 
study of ways and means to develop 
and improve the quality of his musical 
offerings. Perforce, except to programs 
carrying some sort of local interest, ‘he 
must just do the best he can and hope 
that it will be good enough. 

“All things considered, I think he has 
done and continues to do, a remarkably 
fine job. 

Much Done in Research. 

“IT happen to know that the heads of 
these great chains are daily and hour- 
lv, week in and week out, by investiga- 
tion and research, test and experiment, 
and at huge expense, sparing no effort 
to improve the quality of their pro- 
grams. 

“The same question confronts them 
as does the theatrical producer, the 
purveyor of public amusement in any 
field, ‘What does the public want?’ 
Does it want ‘jazz?’ Does it prefer 
‘high class’ music? Does it care for 
‘dramalogues’ or spoken plays and play- 
lets? Does it want some education 
mixed in with its entertainment?—what 

does it want? 

“Obviously. it wants a little of every- 
thing. To some ‘jazz’ is anathema, and 
to others ‘high class music’ is no less 
a bore. So, the program must be bal- 
anced, it must contain ‘fish, flesh and 
good red herring.’ . 

“For, by giving the public what it 
wants—if that can ever be ascertained 
—the station can achieve that ultimate 
to which every station aspires, a maxi- 
mum number of listeners. 

“So the development, of the radio 
program, as to music or otherwise, is 
in the hands of the great key stations. 
And that they are doing their utmost 
under present conditions to improve 
the quality of their offerings, no in- 
formed person can deny. 

“The trend is toward the balanced 
program. The radio fan is becoming 
more and more, in reference to his en- 
tertainment, just the same sort of per- 
son the theatrical manager has to deal 
with.

Hundreds of New Car Designs 
and Models Are to Be 
Put on Exhibition. 


43 DIFFERENT MAKES 
LISTED IN 274 BOOTHS 
Sensations Are Expected Also 
in Great Improvements in 
Varied Accessories. 


Coming at a time when there is per- 
haps greater public interest in the auto- 
mobile industry than at any time in the 


past, the 28th annual National Auto- 
mobile Show will open in Grand Cen- 
tral Palace, next Saturday, at 2 p. m. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
these expositions have bloomed once a 
_ year, the national shows at New York 
and Chicago to be followed immediately 
by a series of local expositions in nu- 
merous cities. 

They have become a fairly standard- 
ized industrial institution, but this 
season the interest is markedly in- 
creased owing to the sensational things 
which have been happening in the in- 
dustry during the past few months, 
which have made the public sit up and 
take notice in a manner quite unprec- 
edented. 

New manufacturing policies, new de- 
signs, new merchandizing methods, all 
on a broad scale point toward the most 
interesting national show yet held. 

The show will open with 274 exhibi- 
tors. Forty-three makes of’ passenger 
cars will be displayed in Grand Cen- 
tral Palace and eighteen makes of 
trucks will be offered. 


Displays Are Increased. 


The balance of the exposition will 
be comprised of one hundred and fif- 
ty-six displays of accessories and fifty- 
Six exhibitors of service and shop 
cquipment and a taxicab display. 

The show is under the auspices of the 
Natidnal Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, Inc., with which the Motor and 
Accessory Manufacturers Association is 
cooperating, the entire display being 
under the personal management of S. 
A. Miles. 

Aside from changes in body styles, 
which, of course, are plainly apparent, 
a number of other tremendously im- 
portant changes have been made in 
design and construction of the cars 
to be displayed; some discernible under 
critical examination and others that are 
impossible of detection except through 
the added service which they insure. 

Thus, for example, it is becoming 
more common to use nickel and chro- 
mium in the material of which cylin- 
der castings are made, 

The fact that such an alloy is be- 
ing used may never be known to a car 
owner, though tests have shown con- 
clusively that castings of the kind are 
harder, take a better finish under wear 
and the surfaces last longer than or- 
dinary cast iron. 

Another change has to do with valve 
springs. 

For years a single spring for each 
valve has been the generally accepted 
practice. But as the speed of engines 
has increased it has been found that 
multiple springs are necessary in order 
to make the valve tappets ride always 
jn contact with the camshaft—in short, 
to provide proper valve operation and 
ciminate noise. 

Hence, it is common to find two 
‘prings per valve, one within the other, 
end generally made of a difierent dil- 
‘meter of wire. 


Still Other Changes. 


Still another change that is seldom 
noticeable, though highly important, 
has to do with the water-cooling sys- 
tem. A great number of cars-now are 
equipped with thermostats in the cir- 
culation system, which, permitting the 
water to warm up rapidly, maintains 
the correct temperature practically con-

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REVENTIVE medicine has made such 
great progress within the last.50 vears 
that many persons regard it of modern

garment sheds water quite readily so long as 
the lanolin remains in the fabric. The wool 
fat also affords warmth and prevents your 
taking cold.”’

Following experiments just completed in 
the University of Chicago, A. C. Ivy, of the 
department of physiology, and Bessie Bog- 
gess, of the department of home economics, 
assure us now that “fried foods move just as 
rapldly through the stomach as boiled foods, 
and cause no blocking of the gastric secre- 
tions, as has been alleged,’ says Popular 
Science Monthly. 

Testing fried and boiled potatoes in pan- 
creatic juice, they found the fried variety re- 
sponded more readily to digestive processes, 
Steeped in an excess of fat, however, gastric

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Why We Wear Clothes.

“Since there is, only a limited amount of

“Most people think of 
the process simply as decay or decomposition. 
Gut it comes about only through the presence 
of the micro-organisms, and is sole ly their 
work. Wherever they are killed off, or not 
present, it does not occur. 

“All plants, insects and animals are com- 
posed of fats, sugars, proteins and other in- 
gredients. After they die and before they can 
be used as food by other plants they have to 
he broken down into their simple chemical! 
constituents; the proteins have to be separated 
into amino-acids, and so on. With the ingre- 
dients into which they separate organic mat- 
ter the micro-organisms mix various necessary 
minerals from the particles of the soil. 

“Every dried leaf, every cornstalk, every 
particle of organic matter from which life has 
departed has been temporarily ‘withdrawn 
from circulation.’ If it were not restored to 
circulation, the whole volume of material avail- 
able for new life would be lessened. After a 
while we would have only an earth piled 
high with dead and useless substances.”

In fulfilling the purpose for which she was 
designed, the Carnegie has made six ernises., 
traveling an aggregate of 253,000 miles and 
crossing and recrossing. all the oceans many 
times. On her first cruise it was found that 
mariners’ charts for the North Atlantic were 
seriously in error, with the result that trans- 
atlantic vessels were traveling considerably 
to the north of their true course. Later, in 
the Indian Ocean, the Carnegie discovered 
errors in steamship routes amounting in in 
stances to 4 and even 6 degrees. 

To map completely the earth’s magnetic 
field, supplementary land expeditions were 
organized. These land parties, 170 in num- 
ber, acting under the direction of the depart- 
ment of terrestrial magnetism of the Carnegie 
institution, made observations at about 5.700 
points, involving traveling more than a mil- 
lion miles. They penetrated remote parts of 
the globe, often amid great difficulties and 
dangers, 

Among the most notable of these expedi- 
tions may be mentioned the complete cross- 
ing of the Sahara from Algeria to Nigeria, a 
caravan trip from Peking to Turkestan and 
across the Himalayas to India, the crossing 
of central Australia, the crossing of Africa in 
the equatorial and southern regions, hazard- 
ous journeys in Central America and South 
America, difficult trips in{o the interior of 
Asia Minor and Persia and extensive expedi- 
ions by canoes into the little explored regions 
of British A*’merica. 

Leading hydrographic and scientific estab- 
tishments were supplied with the data, with- 
out charge, as fast as these could be trans- 
mitted so that chart and map makers of all 
nations might promptly profit by the informa- 
tion. 

Related Problems Investigated. 


Although chief emphasis during .the six 
cruises of the Carnegie was placed upon the 
charting of magnetic declination, horizontal 
intensity and inclination or dip, systematic

Enlarged Program for the Seventh Cruise, 

During the next cruise of the Carnegie, 
soon to begin, chief emphasis, as before, will 
he placed on investigations in terrestrial mag- 
netism, In order to make the fullest possible 
use of previous observations, it is planned to 
tollow as closely as practicable the tracks of 
former cruises. It is the purpose, on this 
voyage, to check up the old records to see if 
significant changes have come about. 


Route taken on the South Polar cf-uise. 
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The atmospheric-electric program also is to 
be continued and enlarged as well. Especia) 
attention will be given to the daily variation 
of the electric pressure of the atmosphere. 
A curious thing about this is that these daily 
variations seem to come at the same absolute 
time the world over. The scientists who will be 
aboard the vessel hope to secure information 
which will serve to explain this mysterious phe- 
nomenon. The electric conductivity of the air 
will be studied as on former cruises, also the 


radio-activity of both air and water. -Dust- 
count .observations of the atmosphere will be 
added as particles of dust in the air have been 
found to affect electric conditions. 


Deep Sea Data to Be Obtained. 


The vast extent of ocean area to be covered 
on the three-year cruise offers a unique op- 
portunity to secure much-needed data relating 
to oceanography. Thus, for example, studies 
will be made of ocean circulation, the confor- 
mation and topography of oceanic basins, and 
the nature of bottom sediments. The tempera- 
tures of ocean water at various depths are to 
he taken every 150 to 200 miles. Also samples 
of ocean water from the several depths will be 
obtained and analyzed. 

Deep-sea life will be studied, especially that 
form of life known as plankton. Plankton is a 
term applied to the minute plant and animal 
organisms which are found suspended in prac- 
tically all water and at all depths. Plankton 
constitutes the fundamental food supply of 
fish and as such it has economic as well as 
scientific interest. Its distribution from the 
surface down to definite depths will: be de- 
termined, from time to time, by the examina- 
tion of quantities of water brought up for the 
purpose and by the use of tow nets. 

In ordér to carry forward this enlarged pro- 
gram an additional stateroom has been pro- 
vided in the cabin of the Carnegie enabling the 
scientific staff to be increased to seven. A 
man specially qualified for oceanographic work 
will be added to the group.

Sportsmen and Killers, 

and again I receive 
rom well-meaning folk 
denowncing sportsmen 
with being the 
disappearance of our game 
bird and animals. These good 
friends are mistaken. They are gulity 
of unintentional libel. It is not the 
portsmen who are at fault, but the 
killers Or sportsmen we have too 
few, Of killers—well, the woods 
und the fields are full of them. 

What is a sportsman, applied 
to the man who hunts and fishes? 
Put briefly, he is the man who re- 
spects the laws governing hunting 
and fishing and lives up to the 
spirit, as well as the letter, of them, 
More than this, he is the man who 
finds his pleasure in the pursuit 
rather than the kill, to whom the 
kill is in reality incidental, the re- 
ward for his woodcraft and skill. He 
is the man who refuses to take un- 
fair advantage of his quarry. He is 
the man who, when a species is be- 
ceomige searece, refuses to £0 out 
and hunt, even though the law says 
he may. 

It is perhaps easier to say what 
the sportsman is not, He is not the 
man who will take a pot-shot at sit- 
ting birds. He is not the man who 
blazes away with an automatic, or 
a pumpgun, long after his game is 
He is 
not the man who sits around waiting 
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for deer to come to him, He is mpt 
the man who will shoot a doe, even 
if the law says he may, unless he ab- 
solutely needs the meat, He is not 
the man who will Keep short trout. 
He is not the man who will dig out a rab- 
bit, or put a ferret in a rabbit’s hole. He is 
not the man who refuses to deny himself by 
means of a closed season on threatened 
species, that his sons and his son’s sons may 
perchance know a little of the pleasure he 
has hitherto had in. abundance, 

Hunting and fishing have been a part of 
American life since the white man first set 
foot on these shores. They are two branches 
of sport which should be perpetuated. I am 
not, and never have been, opposed to hunting 
where the game is sufficiently abundant to 
warrant it: but | am unalterably opposed to 
the methods of hunting as practiced by all 
too many who go afield and call themselves 
sportsmen. It is one thing to still-hunt a 
deer, pitting your skill and woodcraft against 
the acuteness of his senses. It is another 
thing altogether to sit around and wait for 
the animal to be driven up, or perchance to 
unsuspectingly wander within reach of your 
gun. 

A Twelve--Year-Old Sportsman, 

Not long since it was my privilege to be in 
tropical jungles with a noted biologist and 
his 12-year-old son; Bill. Bill Is a crack shot. 
When a particularly’ rare specimen which 
his father wanted for scientific purposes 
was discovered, the gun was usually given to 
Bill to insure getting the specimen. Bill is 
himself’ a real naturalist. Already he has 
stored away an amazing amount of scien- 
tific data regarding birds and-animals. He 
was in possession of a collector’s license. 
But. Bill is a natural born sportsman. Let 
me illustrate. 

It happened as we tramped a trail through 
primeval jungle that we heard the unfamil- 
iar notes of a bird. It happened that they 
were of a character that could be imitated 
after a fashion. Our efforts along this line 
brought results. We presently got glimpses 
of a small bird not much larger than our fa- 
miliar oven-bird, running on the ground. It 
was a species new to us. The biologist made 
ready to collect it. | 

The undergrowth was thick. We got but 
glimpses of the bird. The bird on its part 
was apparently fearless. When we did get 
a good view of it, it would be too close to 
shoot without the certainty of blowing it to 


pieces. Bill was hugely interested in the bird, 


but all the, time his father was endeavoring 
to get a shot, Bill was protesting mightily. 
“Aw, Dad, don’t shoot! If you shoot, you'll 
blow it to pieces. Get off somewhere and 
give him a chance.’’ And so on. The result 
was that, that bird is still running around in 
the jungle, so far as we know. - 
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Later we trapped & 
-oati and kept him for 
i week for photo- 
rraphie purposes, The 
coati is a sort of tropl- 
cal cousin of the rac- 
coon. When we were 
through photograph- 
ing this specimen the 
biologist surgested 
killing it, inasmuch as 
he wanted a specimen 
for a college museum. 
But Bill was up in air 
at once. There was 
nothing doing. That 
ecoati was to be allowed 
his freedem. If his 
father wanted a speci- 
men he could go out 
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and hunt for it and 

take his chance of get- 

ting one. So the coati was set free. It was 
Bill’s sense of sportsmanship that was out- 
raged at the mere thought of taking the life 
of this animal without giving ita chance. He 
would ‘have had no objections at all to the 
collecting of a coati in the forest. In fact, he 
would have himself handled the gun for this 
purpose. But to kill one that had no chance 
at all was something Bill couldn't stand for. 
Rill has the soul of the sportsman. He never 
will be a killer.

All 
hawks, owls, foxes and members of the weasel 
family are, in the eyes of the average gul- 
ner, vermin. The same thing is true of the 
average farmer who occasionally loses @ 
chicken. On the other hand, the orchardist 
will tell you that the real vermin are the 
rodents. In the West ground squirrels and 
jack rabbits are included with the various 
rats and mice, 

What is the truth about vermin? Are 
the gunners or the orchardists right? The 
orchardists are right, ‘The gunners and the 
chicken raisers are only partly right: The 
rodents constitute the real vermin. The loss 
measured in dollars and cents annually from 
the depredations of rats and mice alone is 
almost beyond beliéf. Compared with it, the 
loss of poultry through predatory birds and 
animals is almost negligible. These same de- 
structive rodents constitute a main food sup- 


ply of most predatory birds and animals. It ig 
true that certain of the larger hawks and 
foxes destroy some game, The goshawk ig 
notably a killer of grouse and when these 
birds are to be obtained they pay little atten- 
tion to other things. But the goshawk is an 
exception. The majority of owls and the ma- 
jority of hawks destroy enormous numbers 
of mice, The hawks hunting by day and the 
owls hunting by night patrol meadow, orchard 
and woodland. The number of mice they de- 
stroy is astonishing, The fox that gets an 
occasional chicken pays for it ten times over 
by the destruction of field mice on the very 
farm from which the chicken is taken.

When he has reached the top 
he can drop his helmet back into the sea and

craft, might aid in the rescue of men trapped in a sunken 

ship, Simon Lake, submarine inventor, suggests.

VERY animal, bird or insect has a right 
E to find a comfortable place in which to 

live, especially when winter is.coming on 
But the wire chief’s maintenance forces of 
the telephone company seriously object to in- 
sects selecting telephone cables as an abiding 
place, for it causes interruptions to telephone 
service, 

Telephone companies and subscribers as well 
have experienced interrptions to service due to 
lead-boring insects: drilling holes in aerial ca- 
bles. Such holes, which allow water to seep 
into the paper-insulated wires, cause much 
trouble to telephone plants that is costly to re- 
pair. 

In certain sections in past years these lead- 
boring insects did so much damage to cable 
plants that the telephone companies appealed 
to the Bureau of Entomology of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, asking it to make in- 
vestigations of the tactics of these insects and 
to suggest some remedy. 

For several years, there have been seri- 
ous interruptions to telephone service from this 
source, but just recently a case has come to 
light where a small wasp or bee drilled a hole 
into the lead sleeve of an aerial cable, allowing 
water to soak the paper-insulated wires and 
interrupt telephone service. 

The insects causing this trouble, and found 
in the cable, were carefully preserved and de- 
livered to Dr. F. C. Craighead, expert in charge 
of forest insect investigation of the Bureau 
of Entomology. After making an exhaustive 
investigation, Dr. Craighead has determined 
this wasp or bee to be an ‘“‘Ammobia pennsyl- 
vanica Linn.” ‘This is the first case of record 
that an insect of this nature has been reported 
as being found in telephone cables. 

" at + & 
ATURALLY, the telephone engineers and 
entomology experts are interested in 
knowing how the insect determines that there 
is sufficient space in the lead sleeve surround- 


ing the splice of a cable to build a nest, Also 
why should it pick out a telephone cable to 
hibernate in when heretofore it has used wood- 
en stems? The cable itself has no space in- 
side the sheath, but there is a small amount 
in the sleeve covering the splice. The splice in 
which this insect was located by the cablemen 
contained an accumulation of grass together 
with many small insects and three or four lar- 
vae encased in a silky material. This accumu- 
lation formed the basis of the investigation 
made by Dr. Craighead. His report on this 
case to W. B. Beals, outside plant engineer of 
the Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone Co., at 
Washington, was as follows: 


_ “This is a most interesting rec- 
ord. The small wasp or bee which 
bored the .hole through the lead 
sleeve has beer determined by our 
specialist as ‘Ammobia pennsyl- 
vanica Linn.’’ The normal habit of 
this insect is to tap hollow wooden 
stems for the purpose of building a 
nest and provide for its young. The 
small grasshoppers or true tree 
crickets are the normal food of this 
insect. The adult bee collects these 
tree crickets and, after paralyzing 
them, carries them into its nest and 
then places an egg on them. This 
egg hatches into the larva which. 
feeds on the cricket and finally spins 
a cocoon which you observed. I am

When the first cases of lead borers affecting 
telephone cables were put up to the Bureau of 
Entomology for, investigation, the experts 
went about the job in a most workmanlike 
manner. In order to become more familiar 
with the workings of these insect borers a 
forest insect field station was set up at Falls 
Church, Va., in which a large number of 
various types of lead and wood borers were 
placed in observation cases where they might 
be closely watched by the entomologists. In 
the experiments the engineers of the Chesa- 
peake & Potomac Telephone Co. and the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. cooper- 
ated with the Bureau of Entomology. The 
report of the experts on this subject covering 
a period of more than twenty years is most 
interesting. 

Damage to the lead sheathing of aerial tele- 
phone cable usually consists of pertectly 
round holes about 2.5 millimeters in diameter 
which extend through the lead sheathing 
from the outer surface to the paper insulation 
of the wires within the cable. These insects 
are no respecters of cables as to size, for.those 
containing 1,800 wires are inierfered with in 
the same way as those of 100 wires. In prac- 
tically every case found, the hole made by 
the insects was through the lower side of the 
lead sheath close to the ring which supports 
the cable.

“Rut the commercial aspect of this is small

in a chair, which slides along the supporting 


messenger wire on wheels. He carefully in- 
spects the cable for a break that may indicate 
where the water entered. 

While the locations of the trouble made by 
the engineers are usually accurate, the holes 
or openings in the cable in many cases are so 
small that it requires a great deal of care on 
the part of the cablemen to determine just 
where the cable should be opened to allow them 
to make the necessary repairs. Of course, dur- 
ing all of the time that the men are locating 
the trouble the telephones ate either wholly or 
partially out of service, depending on the seri- 
ousness of the trouble. 

Repairing a.cable trouble of this nature, 
more often than not, makes it necessary to re- 
place a section or two of cable. After the 
cable has been placed by the construction crew, 
the splicers test it out and join each wire in 
the new piece to its mate in the sections of 
good cable that have not been affected by 
dampness. When all of the wires have been 
connected the old section of defective cable is 
ready to be removed,

To complete the splice the cableman, boils 
the wires thoroughly in hot paraffin, which 
takes out all dampness that may have accu- 
mulated while the cable was exposed to the 
air. The splice is then wrapped tightly in 
muslin, similar to the way a bandage is placed 
by a doctor on one’s arm or leg when injured. 
This bandage splice is given another applica- 
tion of hot paraffin and then a lead sleeve is 
drawn over the spliced: wires. A connection 
is wiped, joining the sleeve to each end of the 
‘able, making a waterproof joint that will 
withstand any dampness. 2 

With the splice completed the cable is ready 
for, a continuation of telephone service and 
for new service applications that may be made 
in the area which the plant connects with the 
central office,

from dogs plague from rats, through fleas. 
glanders from horses, Malta fever from goats, 
and perhaps cows; anthrax and foct and 
mouth disease from cattle tularaemia trom 
rabbits, and tuberculosis, in part, from cattle. 


However, the number of diseases contracted 
from the lower animals and the eatent of 
their ravages are less than those contracted 
from man himself. 


Stamping Out Smallpox. 


The task of preventive medicine is, there- 
fore, rendered much more difficult by the 
fact that the control of most infections de- 
pends upon the control of man himself, The 
elimination of smallpox, and that stil! worse 
plague, the “‘greatpox,” illustrates the well- 
known principle in preventive medicine that 
it is much more difficult to contro! a disease 
transmitted directly from person to person 
than a disease transmitted by or contracted 
from one of the lower animals, or a disease 
transferred to us from our environment, 

We have a certain degree of contro] over 
our surroundings, and we have dominion over 
the lower animals, but the control of man re- 
quires the. consent of the governed. ‘Thus, it 
is easier to suppress malaria than tubercu- 
losis; rabies than influenza, The fact that 
man is the chief source and reservoir of most 
of his own infections attests clearly to the 
scope and difficulty of public health work, 
and often makes the prevention of disease of 
considerable difficulty, 

A distinction has grown up between the 
old terms hygiene and sanitation. More and 
more we are limiting the word “hygiene’’ to 
the personal and ‘sanitation’ to the imper- 
sonal, Hygiene is personal; sanitation is im- 
personal, thus we speak of the hygiene of the 
school children, but the sanitation of the 
school building. Half a century ago these two 
terms were used more or less interchangeably, 
The distinctions are growing necessary as a 
result of our increased knowledge, 

Although our studies have shown the great 
importance of personal hygiene, they 
also demonstrated the vaiue of impersonal 
sanitation. Environment has been shown to 
have very litile to do with the spread of a 
number of diseases, examples of which are 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, whouping cough and 
smallpox. There is a large and important 
group of diseases in which the kind and 
cleanliness of our surroundings are of great 
concern. This class is represented by infec- 
tions such as typhoid fever, hook- 
worm and dysentery.

Heredity and Eugenics. 


It must not be understood that modern 
public health work is concerned only with 
stamping out communicable diseases. ‘There 
are Many preventable defects which may be 
reached, especially in the school chil- 
dren, and it is the general conduct of life 
which makes not only for longevity but for 
increased efficiency. Present-day preventive 
medicine must concern itself with the prob- 
lems of heredity and eugenics, with questions 
of immunity and the disease of occupation. 
The food supply, including milk and water, 
must be given consideration. 

While -our present public health activities 
(with the exception of vaccination against 
smallpox and the use of quinine for malaria) 
belong almost wholly to the past half century, 
they have their origin In ancient times. Be- 
fore the days of Hippocrates, the father of 
medicine, men had sought to prevent the out- 
breaks of disease which threatened to, and 
frequently did, overwhelm them. During the 
Middle Ages, the scourges of leprosy, plague, 
cholera and smallpox compelled the attention 
of persons whose minds were inclined to in- 
vestigation. Eventually man perceived that 
without definite knowledge of the source of 
disease, especially the cause and mode of 
spread, he was without hope in discovering 
the means,of prevention. 

The history of the seeking and finding of 
these fundamental facts is the history of pre- 
ventive medicine, and the aid in their discov- 
ery and application of their principles by de- 
veloping a proper method of administrative 
application is the history of public health 
work. The object of public health adminis- 
tration today is the application of scientific 
sanitary knowledge in the prevention of indi- 
vidual and community disease. 


Diphtheria Antitoxin Discovered. 


Diphtheria is one of the communicable dis- 
eases of which we know the cause and mode 
of transmission, and for which we now pos- 
sess a specific preventive and curative agent 
of great potency. We also have now a relia- 
ble test, called the Shick test, which indicates 
whether or not a given individual is sus- 
ceptible to the disease. The death rate from 
diphtheria has responded quitkly to the med- 
ical discoveries of the past half century, 

The first aid to the controi of this disease 
was Von Bebring's discovery of diphtheria 
antitoxin. In the period immediately fdollow- 
ing the general introduction of this antitoxin 
in the treatment of diphtheria (1894-1905) 
the death rate in 23 American cities declined 
at the rate of 10.2 per cent per year. In 2 
American cities for which the rates have been 
computed, the decline has been from about 
‘116 per 100,000 in 1890, to 8 per 100,000 in 
1925. This extraordinary achievement in 

public health will probably stimulate cam- 
paigns for the better control of other com- 
-municable diseases. 

The parasite which causes malaria was 
discovered in 1880. However, it was hot 
until about 1897 that Sir Ronald Ross made 
the important discovery of bcw the malaria 
parasite gets into the blood of man. It was 
through his studies that it wag shown tai 
the Anopheles mosquito .was the means 
whereby the malaria parasite was spread 
from person to person. 

The development. of methods of attack on 
malaria soon followed the aiscovery of the 
yole the mosquito played in transmitting ma- 
daria. The application of this knowledge re- 
Jating to maiaria by public health authorities 


has been successful in ridding = areas of 


malaria infection. 
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Closely associated with tae discovery of 
the malaria darasite was the important dis- 
covery several vears following that the mos- 
quito was the carrier of yellow fever. Prob- 
ably no brighter light illumines the higb 
road. of public health and no more historical 
chapter exists in history than that which 
marks the passing of “yellow jackg’ To 
those who remember the appalling epi ics 
of only a generation or two ago,’ and the 
panics which they produced, this achievement 
seems little short of miraculcus. 


This disease has not been epidemic in the 
United States since 1905, and it has been out 
of reckoning in the United States for several 
years past, except for the work of safeguard- 
ing our ports and frontiers. In recent years 
the attack on yellow fever has been extended 
to Mexico and Central and South America. 
It is the hope of sanitarians eventually to 
rid the Western Hemisphere of one of its 
worst plagues, 

Bubonic plague is an ancient disease aud 
it is impossible ver to estimate the number 
of deaths for which it is responsible. It ap- 
peared in the United States for the first time 
in 1900; it was recognized ir San Francisco 
in 1907; in Seattle in 1914; in New Orleans 
in 1920; and later in Beaumont and Galves- 
ton, Tex., and at lensacola, Fla. 

In 1904 it was suspected and in 1908 it 
was demonstrated that the plague infection 
had spread from the rat to the ground squir- 
rel of California, and has been among: these 
rodents ever since. In spite of the outbreaks 
of plague that have cccurred, through prompt 
and vigorous campaigns conducted by the 
United States Public Health Service in coop- 
eration with State and local health authori- 
ties, so far any extended epidemic of the dis- 
ease has been prevented. Without any knowl- 
edge of the methods of control of this disease 
it is not unreasonable to believe that 
scourge might have swept the country.

An important weapon in the 
against tuberculosis has been the introduction 
of. the sanatorium form of treatment. This 
method of treating tuberculosis was first put 
into effect about 1885 at Saranac Lake, N Y., 
by Dr. Edward L. Trudeau. 

The relationship of milk supplies to the 
public health has long been recognized as of 
great importance. Through the medium of 
milk many diseases are spread, among which 
may be mentioned diphtheria, 
tuberculosis, typhoid fever, 
tery and septic sore throat. Diseases spread 
by infected milk have also been the cause of 
high mortality rate among children. Louis 
Pasteur, of France, found that milk would 
not ferment or sour if raised to a certain 
temperature and Kept at that temperature 
for a given period of time. This is what is 
now generally Known as the process of pas. 
teurization, so named from the man who first 
developed this method of destroying disease- 
producing germs in milk.

First Certified Milk. 


The development of certifled milk has 
been a factor of importance in connection 
with the production of milk free from disease- 
producing germs. This was first suggested 
in 1892 by a New Jersey physician. Dairy 
farm sanitation and bacterial’ standards have 
been profoundly influenced by the production 
of certified milk. 

The first city ordinance requiring the nas- 
teurization of all milk except certified milk 
was adopted by the City of Chicago in 1908. 
Since that time a large number of cities 
throughout the United States have adopted 
similar ordinances. 

The sound principles of the effective sani- 
tary control of milk have been established 
to the satisfaction of the scientific world. 
These’ principles are sufficiently well under- 
stood to form the basis of effective milk legis- 
lation and milk regulation. It only remuins 
to be brought to the attention of the genera! 
public the complete realization of the fvod 
value of milk, and of the great principles 
of sanitary contro] of milk, in order to pro- 
duce a satisfactory solution of the milk prob- 
em in every community. 

In 1863 insanitary cowyards were declared 
by law to be a nuisance in the City of Wash- 
ington. A law against the adulteration of 
milk for Washington was enacted in 1871. 
The first dairy inspector was appointed by 
the City of Washington in 1873. In 1874 
regulations against the skimming of cream 
from milk were passed. The inspection of 
dairies in Washington was begun in 1895. 

Within the last 50 years great progress 
has been made in the protection of foodstuffs 
against adulteration. In the early seventies 
the adulteration of food was widesprea d 
Nearly every article that entered into cm 
merce was adulterated at some time or an- 
other in some form. Most of the intenticna) 
adulteration of food is practiced for the pur- 
pose of cheapening the food in order to make 
a greater profit. and the substances which 
are added to the food for the purpose of 
cheapening it are usually not harmful. The 
adulteration that is harmful to health is usu- 
ally accidental. 
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The tirst attempts at food control were re 
moved from actual contact with the producers 
of food. The laws which were made by |ocal 
communities, generally by cities, were usu- 
ally related to specific productions, and but 
few covered foods in general. One of the 
earliest laws regarding foods in general was 
enacted by the State of Illinois in 1874. In 
[406 the Federal law relating to food and 
drugs’ was enacted. Within two years after 
the passage of this act at least 30 States 
amended or enacted food laws. 

Many of these followed the general tines 
of the Federal law, but many differences re- 
mained and the ideal uniformity has not vet 
been reached. The pure food and drug act 
of 1906 has been of great value in protecting 
foods sold to the public against adulteration. 
Improved methods of canning, preserving 
and refrigeration of foods have also been in- 
troduced during the last 50 years. 

The germ which causes typhoid fever was 
discovered by Dr. C. J. Eberth in 1880, Later 
studies showed that this germ may be spread 
to persons through food, fingers and flies 
In 1896 the test known as the Widal ag- 
glutination test for the diagnosis of typhoid 
fever Was announced, [noculation against 
typhoid fever was first practiced on a large 
scale in the United States Army, where its use 
was'shown to be highly’ satisfactory, During 
the World War the successful use of inocula. 
tion against typhoid fever was further demon. 
strated by the Army and the Navy.

Rocky Mountain spotted fever is a disease 
prevalent in certain sections of the Western 
part of the United States. In the area where 
this disease exists a number eof cases occur 
annually, particularly in persons engaged in 
outdoor pursuits. For more than 25 years 
the Public Health Service has been conduct- 
ing studies relating to this disease. As a re- 
sult of these studies there has been developed 
by Drs, R. R. Spencer and R. R. Parker a vac- 
cine which the evidence at hand tends to show 
is of great value in preventing the disease 
and in lessening the severity of cases that de- 
velop. The discovery of this vaccine is con- 
sidered to be one of the important advances 
in preventive medicine of recent years, ' With 
the preparation of this vaccine new princi- 
ples relating to the production of vaccines 
have been developed.

Pasteur’s Contributions. 


Within a period of 50 years a preventive of 
rabies was discovered by Pasteur, For many 
years its administration was confined to a few 
private institutes widely separated, 

As a result of studies in the hygienic labora- 
tory of the Public Health Service within tif- 
teen years this remedy has been made avail- 
able to health authorities wherever needed. 
Methods of preparation and handling were so 
improved as to enable first the hygienic 
laboratory, then State and local health au- 
thorities and commercial establishments to 
mail the preventive long distances whereves 
rabies prevails. 

In 1910 officers of the Public Health Serv- 
ice, while engaged in plague control measures 
in San Francisco, Calif., observed a plague- 
like disease .in rodents, This disease, al- 
though resembling bubonic plague, was found 
not to be plague. It was not unti) 1921 that 
this disease was identified as rabbit fever or 
tularaemia, Studies by Dr, Edward Francis

Fifty years agu but little thought was given 
to the public health aspects of venereal dis: 
eases. With the development of salvarsan 
the perfection of the Wassermaun reaction 
and other bacteriological ‘advances in this 
field, important Weapong have been placed in 
the hands of public health authorities tor the 
control and eradication of these diseases.

The data for the States were first published 
in 1918. These reports Were incomplete and 
included only seventeen States. In 
1926 reports received from 47 States 
and also the District of Columbia, Territory 
of Hawaii, and Porte Rico. 

In preventing and controlling the spread of 
prompt information is necessary ib 
regard to the locality of occurrence and con- 
ditions under which it is occurring. Modern 
means of transportation and the increase in 
the rate and amount of travel by rail, by 
automobile, and by airplane. greatly facili- 
tate the rapid dissemination ef communicable 
diseases and greatly emphasize the need for 
such information. 

Fifty years ago but few States required the 
reporting of communicable diseases. At the 
present time every State in the United States 
has laws or regulations requiring the report- 
ing certain diseases to officials whose duty it 
is to record and act on the information. 

Kpidemics of disease have emphasized the 
necessity for official health organizations, to- 
gether with proper sanitary legislation and 
adéquate approprietions. Health organiza- 
tion in the United ‘tates. as in other coun- 
tries, has been of slow grewth The first at- 
retinte of public health tegialation were medi- 
cal rather than sanitary in character. The 
United States Public Health Service has de- 
veloped out of the Marine tlospital Service, 
created by an act of Congress. passed in 1798 
its public health powers have come gradually, 
and most of the broad ones have been con- 
ferred on the service within the past quarter 
of a century.

Fighting Typhoid Fever, 


Immediately formation of the 
League of Nations, plans were made for au 
international heaith organization. Coopera- 
tion arrangements with the International Bu- 
reau of Public Paris were cousull- 
mated in 1923, and the league health organi- 
zation now not only includes practically all 
the governments of the world, irrespective of 
league membership, but also assures coopera- 
tion with the great unofticia’ health agencies, 
as the Red Cross and Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. 

In 1900 typhoid fc excessively 
prevalent in the country as a whole. Ap- 
proximately 35.9 persons out of every 100,000 
died of the disease in that year Estimating 
tren eases for each death, there were, on an 
average, 359 cases per annum out of every 
100,000 of the population. This was in strik- 
ing contrast to the low mortality rates of the 
older countries in Northwestern Europe. 

Hospitals throughout the country expected 
and received the usual fall crop of this dis- 
ease, and physicians in private practice ex- 
pected as a matter of course the increased 
duties brought about by it. _ 

Ever since the discovery of the Bacillus 
-_yphosus in 1880, and the greater recog ni- 
tion that the disease is infectious, health au- 
thorities have been taking arcount of meth- 
ods of prevention. The territle outbreaks in 
Army camps during the Spanish-American 
War in 1898 and the annuaij scourge of the 
disease in certain cities, as wel) as the ex- 
plosive outbreaks that occurred here and

Local Death Rate Reduced. 


For instance, the improvement of water 
supplies in Philadelphia and Pittsburgh 
changed, in @ single year, the high typhoid 
rate in Pennsylvania to a relatively low rate: 
in 1908 there were 1,088 fewer deaths from 
typhoid fever than in 1907 in that State, and 
in 1909 a further reduction of 738 deaths. It 
was evident the large majority of these deaths 
were due to bad water. 

But in Washington, where a thoroughly 
modern filter plant was established in 1904. 
this reduction did not follow 
something else was wrong. 

tn consequence, the Public Health Service 
undertook systematic studies of the epidemi- 
ology of typhoid in the: District of Columbia 
and vicinity in 1906. These studies were con- 
tinued four years, and were the most exhaus- 
live studies of the disease ever undertaken. 
They established the role of the various fac- 
lors responsible for the propagation and 
spread of typhoid fever in the District of 
Columbia; this included infected water, milk, 
flies, and typhoid bacilli carriers. 

The tindings were generally accepted and 
put in practice with greater degree from year

rate from consumption has been reduced from 
439 per 100,000 in 1876 to 101 in 1926, The 
infant mortality rate has been reduced from 
322 in 1878 to 85 in 1926. Similar gratifying 
results are noteworthy in the reduction of 
other communicable diseases, and some Ot 
our American cities attained even 
greater reduction.

Figures at hand indicate that deaths 
from diseases of the heart, blood vessels and 
kidneys, apoplexy, insanity, and cancer have 
increased in this cOuntry during the last 60 
vears. Unfortunately, the exact cause of all 
these and other chronic degenerative diseases, 
which carry off more than 250,000 victims of 
the United States each year, are still obscure. 
It is believed that the increase in some. of 
the chronic diseases is due to wrong habits 
of life; the result of nutritive disturbances, 
of overfeeding and underfeeding, and im- 
properly selected diet. 


Great as have been the trinmphs of modern “ 


preventive medicine, the problems remaining 
for solution are still greater. The hope of the 
future lies in the continued and increasing 
growth of scientific knowledge which can be 
applied to the protection against disease, and 
the promotion of the public health.
